STRATEGY BOARD COMES IN FOR SHARP CRITICISM. 


‘Members Are Blamed for Sending Sampson Back to Key West 


Instead ‘of Having Him Remain to Guard the 
Windward Passage. 


TWO DAYS’ LOSS OF TIME MAY PERMIT ENEMY’S ESCAPE, 


Believed That Landing Parties from the United States Ships Now at San- 


tiago Will Make a Reconnoissance and Soon Ascertain the 
Exact Truth. 


CONFIDENCE IN SCHLEY’S ABILITY TO SOON SETTLE EXISTING DOUBTS. 


Washington, D. C., May 27.—[Special.]— 
Cervera and his Spanish fleet are still held 
responsible for the lack of action in Cuba. 
The official advices of the Navy department 
are painfully deficient in locating the Span- 
fish fleet definitely, and a great deal of 
anxiety is manifested because it is now 
known that the eccentricities of the Strategy 
board left a serious gap in the protection of 
the North Atlantic coast. It is evident from 
Admiral Sampson's report that he was ignor- 
aft of the arrival of the Spanish fleet at 
Martinique, and only learned of their ar- 
rival at Curacoa when he returned from San 
Juan to Cape Haytien. 

For some mysterious cause the Strategy 
board, instead of protecting the Windward 
Passage, at once sent Admiral Sampson 
back to Key West. It is now realized that 
it is at least possible Admiral Cervera slipped 
into Santiago only to receive supplies and 
immediately hastened out again and found 
the way clear to the North Atlantic coast. 
He has not departed since Schley arrived 
off Santiago, but between that time and his 
arrival there was a painful hiatus of at least 
two days. 

It is the belief in the Navy departmen 
that Cervera is at Santiago, but it is freely) 
eadmitted that if he is there it is because 
he wanted to be and not at all because he 
‘was coerced by the American fleet. Com- 
modore Schley reported to the department 
today that the Spanish fleet was sighted 
just ore it entered the harbor, but the 
_gcout boat immediately left with the infor- 
mation, and from that time until the time 


“the Commodore arrived off the harbor the 


Spaniards were absolutely free to come or 
Othe only real information in the possession 
of the department comes from some wan- 
dering bands of insurgents, who say they 
saw the fleet go in and did not see it go out. 
They admit it may have left the harbor at 
night without their knowledge. 

‘Navy department officials are confiden- 
tially furious over the fact that Sampson 
was at Cape Haytien when Cervera was at 
Curacoa, so that if Sampson had been sta- 
tioned in the Windward Passage and had 
kept his scouts well out to the southward, 
as he woyld undoubtedly have done in the 
absence of cowardly orders from the Strat- 
egy board,’the arrival of the Spaniards 
would possibly have been known long enough 
before to have headed them off at Santiago, 
which is only a few hours’ steaming frcm 
the eastern extremity of Cuba. It is gen- 
erally admitted in the department that there 
has been a serious tactical blunder, for Cer- 
vera cannot be driven out of Santiago except 
at fearful risk, and now his mere presence 
there is being made the excuse for continued 
delay in the operations to free Cuba. 

The Cabinet meeting today was without 
sensational result, although the general sit- 
uation was generally discussed in the two 
Bours’ session. Secretary Long, however, 
remained but one hour. He was unable to 
assure his associates that the Spanish fleet 
was at Santiago. Commodore Schley, com- 
monly supposed to be in command of the 
force off that port, has asiyet made no reply 
to the departmental cablegram asking for 
further and more definite information. Off- 
cers who have charge of the cipher dis- 
Patches are expecting some report from 
Schley, and it is understood Secretary Long 
has left orders that a bulletin shall be issued 
&@S soon as it is known the enemy is land- 
locked in Santiago Bay. The nearest cable 
Station is at Kingston, which connects with 
‘Bermuda, and thence to Halifax.

could probably make little progress overland 
for’ purposes of observation, since the im- 
mediate neighborhood of Santiago is in- 
fested with Spaniards of such numerical 
strength as to easily overwhelm a detach- 
ment from our vessels. 

It is surmised that the Naval War board 
has called for some information from Schley, 
leaving to him probably the devices it may 
be useful to acquire the greatly desired 
data. The department says it will not be 
difficult to get officers and men to any ex- 
tent required to form parties for observa- 
tion. The local conditions may perhaps sug- 
qwest to Schley a means of securing what is 
necessary, but so far as the conditions in 
Santiago are known and understood in 
Washington, it does not seem that there is 
any way of accomplishing the mission out- 
lined by the Washington strategists without 
a great risk of life. 

If there has been one thing more than an- 
other which has led to the impression that 
the Spanish fleet was not locked in Santiago 
Bay, it has been the indication in Madrid 
that there should be no secret of the location 
of the Spanish fleet at that Cuban port. On 
the other hand, the Spanish ships must have 
left before Schley reached the place, and 
by this time it is believed they could have . 
reached some neighboring port. There would 1 
have been abundant time for the ships to 
have gone to Havana, it is said, or for them 
to reach San Juan, where Admiral Samp- 
son expected to find them May 12, according 
to a report received through the mail today’ 
at the Navy @epartment, giving an account, 
of the action at San Juan. From this report ix 
it appears that Sampson was in grave doubt 
as to the position of the enemy, and he did 
not known of the latter’s arrival at Curacoa 
until he’ reached Cape Haytien, whither he 
went to make report and receive further 
instructions. 


Military Plans in 

The entire military program depends upon 
information in regard to the enemy. If the 
Spanish fleet be imprisoned at Santiago the 
first expedition to be undertaken by the army 
will be the dispatching of a force of at least 
10,000 men to the Province of Santiago. This 
will be a long trip for transports, and it will 
be necessary to carry a larger quantity of 
supplies than if Cuba were to be invaded in 
one df the western provinces. General 
Miles believes that a well-nigh interminable 
blockade of Santiago will eventually be 
established if the Spanish fleet has been im- 
prisoped. This can be offset by the landing 
of a large military force to the east of San- 
tiago along the shore, which is skirted by a 
short railway. Two rivers—the Justicia and 
the Juraguasit—afford means of landing 
troops without much difficulty, provided the 
Spaniards in the vicinity be dispersed by 
guns. General Miles believes only trained 
soidiers should be sent on this expedition, 
which is likely to be one attended with a 
battle with the enemy in the vicinity of 
Santiago de Cuba. The naval officials say 
the two forts at the entrance of the bay— 
Castillo del Socapa and Castillo del Morro— 
can be easily reduced by the guns of the war 
vessels. This will leave to the army the task 
of defeating the land forces and gaining posi- 
tions on the hills of Santiago, from which it 
will be possible to*direct a disastrous fire 
upon the warships and command the ap- 
proaches to the bay. If the military force 
can accomplish this and maintain such a 
position it will be a comparatively easy mat- 
ter to render the channel navigable to our 
ships. The mines and other secret means of 
defense can be removed and the ships of the 
enemy will be powerless to return the down- 
ward fire of the army, which on such an oc- 
casion would use siege guns and other field 
pieces of ghe artillery arm. 


Volunteers in Poor Shape. 

In all the calculations in regard to the 
military’ operations of this government. it 
is forced upon the advisers of the President 
and Secretary Alger that the volunteer army 
is ‘not in a flourishing condition. Reports 
received from various camps of concentra- 
tion show dangerous inadequacies in equip- 
ment which are essential in the home camps 
and which would be something more than 
essential with the troops siducstotaraat for opera- 
tions. 

The accounts from the military c camps de- 
scribe some ridiculous conditions. At Camp 
Alger, near Washington, for instance, uni- 
forms for most of the men who did not 
come supplied with them have not been de- 
livered, arms and equipment are also lack- 
ing to a great extent, and it has become a’ 
usual thing to see an “ awkward squad ”’ 
drilling in motley habiliment, armed with 
poles, shovels, and anything which will 
serve the purpose of a gun in the instructive 
exercises. The Presidential.inspection of 
this camp tomorrow is destined to impress 


-upen some officials the deficiency of equip- 


ment and will be more productive of results 
than the complaints which are made, the | 
reports which are filed, and the fact that 
private citizens have contributed personally 
to the comfort of troops, who in some cases 
were without cots or blankets. A contribu- 
tion of the latter articles was made a few 
days ago by Senator Mason of Illinois, al- 
though contracts are being awarded for all 
such supplies. 

The difficulties seem to be in the uncer- 
tainty of delivery and in the fact that in 


some instances material cannot be procured.

Hongkong, May 27.—The situation at 
Manila is growing more desperate, owing to 
the failure of food supplies. The fleet is 
now waiting the arrival of the Charleston 
and troops from the United States. 

Maniia people have a report that eight 
Spanish warships are coming here. They 
also report smallpox is prevalent on the 
American ships, and that 300 are down with 
the disease and fourteen dead. 

This report is absolutely without founda- 
tion. The health of all Americans is excel- 
lent. The weather is not seriously hot and 
no sickness is apprehended.

Hongkong, May 27.—Midnight, Greenwich 
Time.—The United States auxiliary gunboat 
Zafire, formerly a British merchant steam- 
er, but now commissioned, mounting four 
guns and in charge of a Lieutenant Com- 
mander of the United States navy, has just 
arrived here from Manila, having on board 
the Captain of the first-class cruiser O:ym- 
pia, the flagship of Rear Admiral Dewey, 
and two officers, who have been invalided. 

The situation at Manila is unchanged, The 
insurgents are quiet. Beef costs $2.50 per 
pound at Manila. 

The report that the commander of the 
Spanish boat Callao was tried by court- 
martial and shot for not firing on the Ameri- 
can ships, which captured the Callao, is un- 
true. 

The Zafire will return to Manila on Monday 


next. 

WaShhigton, D) C., May 28.—At 1 o'clock 
this morning {t was announced positively at . 
the Navy department Captain Gridley of | 
the Olympia had been invalided home. He 
will proceed from Hongkong to the United 
States probably immediately, if he is able 
to travel. The department tonight notified 
Mrs. Gridley that the Captain was coming 
home. The nature of his illness is not 
known. 

The statement in the Associated Press 
dispatch that two other officers of Admiral 
Dewey's fleet were also on the invalided list 
is thought by naval officials to be a mistake, 
as the department has no information of 
that kind. It is usual for a fleet commander 
promptly to notify the department of the 
invaliding of officers. 

No information concerning the advices re- 

‘ceived from Admiral Dewey could be made 
public tonight, but it is unofficially under- 


stood that the dispatches contain nothing | 


of a startling nature. The department is 
satisfied, therefore, that the story of the 
explosion on the cruiser Baltimore is with- 
out foundation. It is stated positively that 
no information of that kind could be ob- 
tained by: anybody from Manila before the 
department could hear from Admiral Dewey. 


NO AMERICAN “ RAG ” AT MANILA 


Former Captain General of the Philip- 
pines Says the Natives Will Defend 
the Spanish Sovereignty. 


Madrid, May 27.—In the Senate today 
Marshal Primo de Rivera, former Captain 
General of the Philippines, defended his ad- 
ministration of the colony. He said he 
could not believe his ears when he was 
told of the disaster at Cavite, adding: 

“That rag called the American flag shall 
never float over the walls of Manila.”’ 

The Philippines, he continued, had not 
had. adequate means of defense. 

He appealed to the government to supply 
them, but the government replied that the 


Pope had intervened, and that there was no 


fear of a rupture. The Naval committee 
at Manila examined into the position care- 
fully, and reached the conclusion that it was 
quite impossible to offer battle to the Amer- 
icans. 

‘“‘The Yankees are deceiving themselves,”’ 
Marshai de Rivera declared, “‘ as to the s!tu- 
ation at the Philippines. It is absolutely im- 
possible that they should become masters of | 
the islands, for the natives, to an immense 
majority, are determined to defend the ter- 
ritory to the last and to maintain Spanish 
sovereignty.” 

Captain Aunon, Minister 6f Marine, said 
it was inopportune to discuss the war at 
present. He had neither approval nor dis- 
approval to express of Marshal de Rivera’s 
administration, but he considered it neces- 
sary to exercise a certain reserve in the in- 
terest of the country.

fered a gradual decline, and when menaced 
by Spain from terra firma would no longer 
be able to retain control of the entrance 
to the Mediterranean Sea. 

Add to this the cession of Tangiers to 
France and Gibraltar would no longer prove 
a barrier to either Spain, France, or Russia. 
What France offers in exchange for all this 
is kept a secret, but it is believed that she 
may not hesitate in return to openly espouse 
the cause of Spain against the United States. 


HAS INVASION OF 
CUBA ALREADY 
TAKEN PLACE? 


an Army of 10,000 Men Has 
Secretly Been Landed on the 
Island. 


Atlanta, Ga., May 27.—[{Special.]—That the 
invasion of Cuba by United States troops 
is now an accomplished fact and that an 
efficient army corps is already stationed at 
some point near Havana was indicated to- 
day by a letter written to a friend here of 

‘one of the officers of the Second Georgia 
Regiment, now stationed at Tampa. 

For a week past, underground rumors 
have been rife to the effect that, although 
the appearance of non-action was main- 
tained at Tampa, the fact was that the 
large transports were loaded nightly with 
men, horses, ammunition, equipments, and 
commissary supplies and sent across to 
some point in Cuba, the location of which 
was not even given to the general officers 
present outside of those whose coiperation 
was necessary. 

The letter received here goes on to state 
that not Jess than 10,000 men have disap- 
peared within the last eight days from 
Tampa and have been as quietly landed at 
the selected point in Cuba. The announce- 
ment made in this letter is one which could 
not have come from Tampa by telegraph, 
owing to the rigorous censorship sams is 
maintained there.

Key West, Fla., May 27.—Yesterday after- 

noon Sergeant Richards, who was in charge 

of twelve soldiers who guard the fortifica- 
tions at Fort Taylor, saw three men walking 
along the street that borders the east side 
of Fort Taylor. They made several inquiries 
of the negroes who live close to the front. 

They asked how many troops were stationed 

there and who commanded them. At 9:20 

p. m. Sergeant Richards saw the heads of 

the same three men sticking out from behind 

the entrance to one of the new mortar 
pieces. 

“Who goes there?’’ asked the sergeant. 
By way of answer the three strangers drew 
revolvers and began firing at the sergeant. 
One shot went through the right sleeve of 
his coat. Another sentry returned their fire 
with his army rifle, but apparently failed to 
hit ahy of them. Then the men ran about 
fifty feet to the street, where a hack was 
waiting for them. They jumped intc it and 
were driven away. As they ran sergeant 
Richards heard one man remark in excellent 
English to his companions: “‘ Have you got 
that package, Bill?’ 

As the Wilmington passed Key light

There is absolutely nothing to prove that 
the men were Spaniards. A number of tools 
left by workmen in the pits were lying about 
the place where the men were seen. They 
were probably ordinary thieves, whose only 
intention was to steal tools. 


NETISSPREAD FOR 
‘SPANISH SPIES WHO 
WORKED IN NEW YORK. 


Detectives on the Track of Span- 
iards Who Conducted a Secret 
Service Bureau—-Two Flee and 
One Is in Hiding, 


New York, May 27.—[Special.]—Secret 
agents of the United States government are 
spreading a net and are expecting to make 
a rich haul of Spaniards who were at the 
head and front, in this city, of a well organ- 
ized Spanish secret service bureau. The 
men, well known both in this city and in 
Washington, where they worked with the 
disgraced De Lome, have fled. Two of them 
are reported to be in Canada. Another, who 
was receiving a salary of $8,000 from the 
Spanish government, is said to be hiding in 
this city. 

Their bureau was abandoned two weeks 
ago. The telephone was taken out, the of- 
fice furniture was sold, and three months’ 
rent paid in advance was forfeited. The 
suspecis whom the government officers 
are hunting are Arturo Cuyas, his brother, 
Antonio Cuyas, and Manuel Angulo, a law- 
yer, formerly in the employ of the Cuban 
colonial government. 

The latter and Arturo Cuyas were ap- 
pointed by the Spanish government to be 
members of the Cuban Commercial Treaty 
commission. Up to the day of De Lome’s 
hurried departure from this country they 
were in constant communication with him. 

‘The Spanish headquarters in this city 
were established two and ope-half years 
ago on the fourteenth floor of the Fidelity 
Building. Arturo Cuyas, who was the cor- 
respondent of several newspapers printed 
at Havana and Madrid, was placed in 
charge. 

It is the brothers Cuyas who are supposed 
to be in Canada now.

Late Reports from Southern Cuban Waters | Indicate That 
the Spanish Fleet Has Left Port and Is 


Again at Large. 


DODGES OUT OF SANTIAGO AFTER TAKING COAL, 


Advices from Sampson and Schley Are Received in Washington, 3

MADRID STILL CONTINUES ITS, SUSPICIOUS FRANKNESS. 


Sends Out the Definite Statement That Its Admiral Is Cooped Up in the 
Bay, but Washington Officials Ignore the 
Information. 


CLOSE INSPECTION IS MADE OF THE HARBOR OF CKENFUEGOS, 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—The 
Navy department received news at a 
late hour which it is believed was to 
the effect that Cervera is not in Santi- 
ago Bay.

CERVERA MAY HAVE ESCAPED. 


Reports from West Indian Stations 
Indicate That Spanish Fleet Is 
Making for Puerto Rico. 


ey West, May 27.—It is now believed. that 
viral Cervera made his ¢scape from 
Santiago Harbor before Schley arrived.

MYSTERY OF CERVERA’S FLEET. 


Despite the Most Energetic Search the 
Whereabouts of the Spanish 
Ships Is a Puzzle. 


London, May 28.—A dispatch to the Daily 
Telegraph from Kingston says: | 

* Despite the most energetic search the 
whereabouts of the Spanish Cape Verde 
squadron remain unknown to the American 
authorities. On Thursday last Cervera was 
reported to be at Santiago de Cuba, and 
Schley left Key West for that port. The 
next morning I learned where the squadron 
was bound and was enabled to follow aboard 
the British ship Premier. Since then we 
have been engaged in a fruitless search for 
the Spaniards in the gulf and the Caribbean 


“On Monday morning we came up with 
the American ships off Cienfuegos, and I 
learned that Commodore Schley believed 
that Admiral Cervera was in the Cienfuegos 
harbor.’”’ 

** Owing to the natare ae the port it was 
impossible to hearn from the sea whether 
this information was correct. 

‘Tuesday evening the Cuban insurgents 
sent a boat with positive information that 
the Spanish fleet was not in Cienfuegos Har- 
bor, and just after sunset Commodore 
Schley’s squadron sailed away southeast, 
bound for Santiago de Cuba. We followed 
on the Premier, and despite a heavy gale 
from the southwest kept in touch with the 
squadron until 4 o’clock Wednesday. A se- 
vere rain squall then hit the vessels, and 
when it cleared off we found they had al- 
tered their course and disappeared. We 
stood along toward Santiago, but as the gale 
increased in severity and our supply of coal 
and water was dangerously low the Premier 
was obliged to run for Kingston, where at 
arrived on Friday at 6 o'clock. 

“ After losing touch of the fleet we sighted 
the United States gunboat Hawk, returning 


‘to Clenfuegos from Santiago de Cuba with 


the news that the Spanish fleet under 
Cervera was not at Santiago. I are afraid 
there is little chance of meeting the Span- 
ish fleet. The probabilities are that 
Cervera, after discharging ammunition and 
supplies for Blanco at Santiago, put out 
again, ran down the Caribbean to Martin- 
ique and got out into the Atlantic by the 
same way he entered.”

Topeka, Kas., May 27.—Major J. K. Hud- 
son, nominated by the President today for 
Brigadier General, was for several years 
editor and proprietor of the Topeka Capital.

Key West, Fla., May 27.—[Copyright, 
by the Associated Press.]—Nothing has yet 
been seen of the Spanish fleet, which may or 
may not be under blockade in the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba.

The cruiser Marblehead left Key West !ast 
Saturday night with the transport Florida 
to carry General José Lacret's force of 400 
men to some port in Cuba not then divulged. 
It lay in Key West harbor on Thursday, and 
therefore could not have bombarded a Cuban 
town or landed ammunition for the Cubans 
on that day as reported in some dispatches. 

It not being clearly known that Cervera 
‘has been bottled up in Santiago Bay, the 
American commanders are on the watch for 
him. | 

Neither Rear Admiral Sampson nor the 
naval officers with the fleet appear at all 
sanguine that the Spaniards unless hard 
pressed will attempt to run the gantlet into 
Havana. Admiral Cervera, since he reached 
the Caribbean Sea, has shown anything but 
a disposition to fight, and our officers are 
inclined to think that if he gets out of the 
waters south of Cuba he will double back 
to San Juan de Puerto Rico, where his ships 
could coal under the protection of vatteries 
as .powerful as those at Havana, as Rear 
Admiral Sampson ascertained when he bom- 
barded the forts there two weeks ago. 


Must Surrender or Be Annihilated. 


But the unexpected might happen; and, 
if it does, Admiral Sampson is prepared. 
Should Cervera run into the arms of our 
fleet as now constituted, his surrender or 
annihilation would be inevitable. There are 
but two passages by which he could enter 
the Florida Straits. From the eastward, 
150 miles east of Havana, the Bahama 
banks, a great triangular area of shoal water 
strung with coral keys, extend northward 
from Cuba to a point sixty miles east of the 
coast of Florida. The southern end of the 
banks is wedged down close to the coast of 
Cuba, leaving between only a narrow pas- 
sage, scarcely fifteen miles wide and about 
sixty miles long, called the Bahama Chan- 
nel. At the north, between the Great and 
Little Bahama banks, the northwest Provi- 
dence Channel, or “ hole in the wall,”’ as 
the seafaring men about there term it, 
offers another door to the Florida Straits. 
The latter route is long and tortuous, fully 
1,200 miles from Cape Maysi, the eastern 
point of the island; while the former, 
through the old Bahama Channel, isa scant 
600 miles almost in an tir line as the crow 
flies. Were the Spanish fleet to come up 
through the Windward Passage and around 


Cape Maysi, it would have to choose be- 


tween these two. 

The United States fleet makes an imposing 
spectacle as it moves majestically along 
with every ship bristling with guns and 
stripped ready for action. Lookouts are al- 
ways in the military tops, sweeping the 
horizon with their telescopes. During the 
day the Admiral’s orders are wig-wagged 
from the flagship, while general orders as 
to maneuvers in the fleet are communicated 
by streams of flags. 


SAMPSON TELLS OF 
THE SHELLING OF 
SAN JUAN’S FORTS. 


Disappointed at Not Finding Cer- 
vera’s Ships in the Harbor He 
Waited Only to Develop Strength 
and Position of Defenses, 


Washington, D. C., May 27.—The following 
bulletin was posted at the Navy department 
today: 

The following is a copy of a report made by 
Rear Admiral Sampson, concerning the 
action of San Juan de Puerto Rico: 

‘‘Upon approaching San Juan it was seen 
that none of the Spanish vessels were in 
the harbor. 1 was, therefore, considerably 
in doubt whether they had reached San 
Juan and again departed for some unknown 
destination, or whether they had not ar- 
rived.

The leaders of the Republican organiza- 
tion are convinced that Mayor Van Wyck 
has violated the spirit of the bi-partisan 
police board law by the appointment of 
Jacob Hess as a Republican commissioner, 
but it is said today that no charges against 
the Mayor will be filed and no attempt made 
. to secure his removal. The text of the law 

is such that wide latitude is allowed the 

Mayor in deciding the politics of his ap- 

pointees, 

The question of the Governor's power to 

remove a Mayor for violation of the spirit 

of the bi-partisan law was thoroughly ex- 
amined when Mayor Strong appointed An- 
drew D. Parker and Avery D. Andrews as 
Democrats. Governor Morton declined to 
interfere in the case, and it is not probable 
that Governor Black would attempt to re- 
move Mayor Van Wyck, even if charges 
were filed, and it is settled that the Repub- 
lican organization will not inaugurate pro- 
ceedings against the Mayor. 

The Citizens’ union has indicated its pol- 
icy through interviews of its members, and 
while the action of the Mayor in making 
Devery Chief is severely cendemned, no 
charges looking to his removal will be made 
by this body. 

Mayor Van Wyck now finds himself with- 
out the support of a single influential news- 
paper because of his inauguration of what 
is with reason believed to be a “ wide 
open’”’ policy. The Morning Telegraph, a 
theatrical and racing paper, owned by Rich- 
ard Croker, and the Evening News, of 
which Colonel Bill Brown is proprietor, are 
the only papers which defend this latest 
act of Tammany.

HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION IN HISTORY. 
The question of annexation -of the 
Hawaiian Islands has been before the 
American people in some form for near- 
ly fifty years. In 1851 a deed of provision- 
al cession of the islands to the United 
States was executed by King Kamehame- 
ba IIl., and delivered to the United 
States Minister at Honolulu—the act being 
subsequently ratified by joint resolution of 
the two Houses of the Hawaiian Legis- 
lature. In 1854 a formal treaty of annexa- 
tion was negotiated between King Kame- 
hameha and the Hon. Dawid L. Gregg (a 
citizen of Illinois) in the capacity of com-. 
missioner, and acting under special in- 
structions of Secretary Marcy, then Secre- 
tary of State under President Pierce. The 
King died, however, before the engrossed 
copy of the treaty had been signed, which 
prevented the completion of the act. But 
for this there is every reason to believe 
that annexation would have been an ac- 
complished fact at that time, as the ad- 
ministration of President Pierce was thor- 
oughly committed to it. The policy then 
distinctly enunciated was not to have the 
islands come in as a State but as a Territory. 
President Grant was a zealous advocate 
of annexation and in 1874 a reciprocity 
treaty with the islands was entered into 
by Secretary Fish, under which the Hawaii- 
an government bound Itself not to “lease 
or otherwise dispose of or create any lien 
upon any port, harbor, or other territory 
» » « OF grant any epecial privilege or 
right of use therein to any other govern- 
ment,” nor enter into any reciprocity treaty 
with any other government. Thirteen years 
later (1887), under the administration of 
President Cleveland, there was a renewal 
of this treaty, to which was added a 
clause giving to the United States authority 
for. the exclusive use of Pearl River (or 
harbor) as a coaling and repair etation for 
its vessels, with permission to improve the 
same. Article IV. of this treaty bound 
the respective governments to admit cer. 


_| tain. specified articles free of duty and cor- 


tained the following provision: 


Tt is agreed, on the part.of his Hawaiian Majes- 
ty, that so long as this treaty shall remain tn force 
he will not lease or otherwise dispose of or create 
any lien upon any port, harbor, or other territory 
in his dominions, or grant any special privilege 
rights of use ‘therein, to any other power, 
state, or government, nor make any treaty by 
which any other nation shall obtain the same 
privileges, relative to the admission of any - 
of Guty, hereby secured to the United 

This theaty was to remain in force seven 
years (until 1894), but, after that date, was 
deciared to be terminable by either party 
after tweive months’ notice to that effect. 
Consequently it will be seen that it is now 
liable to be terminated after due notice. 

There have been two treaties relating to 
annexation before Congress within the last 
five years, the first negotiated by Secretary 
of State John W. Foster during the ad- 
ministration of President Harrison in 1893, 
the other by Secretary Sherman under the 
present administration on the 16th dey of 
June, 1897. The first was withdrawn by 
President Cleveland after his accession to 
the Presidency, and the other is the one 
now pending before the United States Sen- 
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| Legislature in accordance with a 


provision 
of the ¢onstitution of the republic, and 
that body, by unanimous vote of both 
Houses, on May 27, 1896, declared: 

That the Legisiature of the republic of Haweati 
éontinues to be, as heretofore, firmly and stead- 
fastiy in favor of the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands to the United States of America, and in 
advocating such policy it feels assured that ft ise 
expressing not only its own sentimefts but those 
of the voters of this republic. 

Thus’ the matter starids today. The 
necessity for a ¢loser relation of the two 
republics than that provided for by a com- 
mercial treaty, terminable at the pleasure 
of either, has been recognized by nearly 
every President and Secretary of State 
from John Tyler down to President Mc- 
Kinley, by none more strongly than hy 
Daniel Webster in 1851 and by Secretary 
Marcy in 1854, while like views have been 
favored by Secretaries Seward, Fish, Bay- 
ard, Foster, and Sherman since. 

The strategic value of the islands in case 
of war and their commercial valne at all 
times are so bound up together that it is 
impossible to separate them. The former 
has been testified to by such eminent mili- 
tary and naval authorities as General J. 
M. Schofield and General Alexander of 
the United States army and Captain A. T. 
Mahan, Admiral Belknap, Admiral Dupont, 
and George W. Mellville, Engineer in 
Chief of the United States navy, and many 
others. Their commercial value is dem- 
onstrated by the fact that their trade with 
the United States for the fiscal year, end- 
ing June, 1897 (amounting to $18,385,000), . 
exceeded that with either of the following 
States and confederations: Argentina, 
Central America, Spain, Switzerland, 
Venezuela, Russia, or Denmark; was more 
than twice that with Colombia or Sweden 
and Norway; nearly three times that with 
Chile; four times that with Uruguay; near- 
ly four times that with Portugal; nearly 
seven times that with Turkey; ten times 
greater than that with Peru, and greater 
than that of Greece, Peru, Turkey, Por- 
tugal,, and Sweden and Norway com- 
bined. In the face of these facts, who that 
regards the future commercial prosperity 
of this country or its safety from assault 
by a hostile power can longer be indifferent 
‘to this question? 7 


. TAMMANY’S LATEST TRIUMPH. 

The Greater New York hag slipped back 
into that state of general corruption and 
tmisgovernment from which the old and 
emaller city was snatched by the reform 
element a few years ago. Not a vestige 
of what was gained then remains. Tam- 
many is as powerful as ever and has a more 
extensive field for plunder. The police 
force, which was in honest and decent 
hands during the first few months of Mayor 
Van Wryck’s administration, has been 
captured by Tammany with his assistance, 
and that misrule which the Lexow commit- 
tee unearthed is to be repeated on a grander 
scale. 

The old Chief of Police, McCullagh, did 
not suit Tammany. He enforced certain 
laws—those regarding gambling, for in- 
stance—which that organization does not 
wish to have enforced. It wants the city 


tion can be carried on to a greater ex- 
tent. The two Democratic members of 
the Police board voted to remove McCul- 
lagh, but the two Republican members 
would not consent. Tammany ordered Van 
Wyck to end the deadlock. He did so by 
removing the two Republicans and by ap- 
pointing a successor to only one of them. 
This appointee, a Republican in name and 
a Tammanyite in feeling, v with the 
Democratic commissioners to remove Mc- 
Cullagh, and put in his place a man who 
is acceptable to Tammany and who is en- 
forcing only those laws which it desires to 
have enforced. : | 

The legality of the action of the Mayor 
‘ and the Police board is challenged on the 
ground that the charter requires that the 
board shall consist of four persons, no 
more than two of whom shall be members 
of the same party. The Republicans claim 
that the removal of the Chief of Police by 
a board lacking one member is unlawful. 
They claim also that the course of the 
Mayor has been dictated simply by a de- 
sire to secure full control of the police 
force, so as to use it for partisan purposes 
at the fall election, when a full State 
ticket is to be elected. 

Prominent Republicans in New York 
City, especially those close to Senator 
Platt, desire to have the Governor exer 
cise the power given him by the charter 
and suspend Mayor Van Wyck from of- 
fice pending an investigation of the charges 
now being prepared, and to remove him 
in case those charges are sustained. In 
the event of his removal! Mr. Guggenheimer, 
the President of the Council, would become 
Mayor, and would hold the place until 
November, when a successor should be 
elected. 

But the removal of the Mayor depends 
entirely upon Governor Black. He and 
Senator Piatt have had a falling out. What 
the Senator wants the Governor does not 
want. Therefore he is showing marked 
disinclination to take any action in the 
Van Wyck case so long as Senator Platt 
seems to be the one who takes the most 
interest in the matter. It may be, how- 
ever, that if the anti-Platt elements in 
New York also demand the removal of 
the Mayor the Governor will exercise his 
authority. They have not done so _ yet. 
The leaders of the City club and the Reform 
elaub denounce the removal of McCullagh 
and the inauguration of a “ wide open” 
policy, but they refuse to participate in 
what they call “a squabble between Tam- 
many and Platt.” 

So, as the case stands, Tammany is boss. 
It has a subservient Chief of Police, and 
hence can séll protection for a high price 
to the criminal] classes and enforce the law 
against those who will not be bled. The 
control of the police force will also enable 
Tammany to roll up a heavier majority 
for the Democratic ticket this fall and per- 
haps capture the State and Legislature, 
and amend the city charter so as to afford 
further opportunities for plunder. The in- 
ability of the Republicans to agree last 
year gave New York back to Tammany, 
and their continued inability to agree may 
give the State to the Democrats.

REED’s ABUSE OF POWSER. 

The people are beginning to doubt the 
wisdom of Mr. Reed’s rules since they see 
the use that he makes ofthem. The powers 
they give cannét be intrusted with safety 
to any except fair and unbiased men. Mr. 
Reed has shown that he is not that kind of a 


man, and that it is inexpedient to intrust 


such powers to him. With the aid of his 
rules he has perverted the Speakership into 
a legislative autocracy. It is not the duty 
of the Speaker to veto the consideration of 
‘measures—like Hawaiian annexation— 
which the majority favors, but of whichh 
does not happen to approve. A 

Mr. Reed owes his seat in the House 
the votes of one district in Maine. 
He has a right to cast one vote, 
and no more. He should not count for any 
more in determining the fate of measures 
brought before the House than a member 
from an Illinois district. He has arrogated 
to himself so much power that his will out- 
weighs that of a majority of the House. 
The Representative from one district lays 
down the law to the Representatives of 
more than a hundred districts. Never 
has anything like this been known in 
the history of parliamentary bodies. 

The President is elected by the whole 
country., If he vetoes a bill, and thus runs 
eounter to the wishes of the majority in 


' Congress, he exercises a right which the 


constitution ¢confers on him. Mr. Reed, 
whom 19,000 citizens of Maine sent to 
Congress, exercises a veto power which, al- 
though not recognized by the constitution 
or the laws, is as potent as that of the 
President. Mr. Reed is preventing Ha- 
waiian gislation in defiance of the 
wighes of a majority of his party in 
Congress and of the people. This action on 
his part, coming on the heels of his ob- 
structive policy regarding the Cuban ques- 
tion, is more than the people can en- 
dure. They are weary of his arrogant use 
of power. 

There wére a good many persons in this 
part of the country two years ago who 
thought it would be wise to make Mr. Reed 
President. A study of his course as Speaker 
during the last year has convinced them 
that he is-too much governed by his preju- 
dices and his enmities to be a safe Presi- 
dent. Embittered by the defeat of his 
Presidential hopes, he has antagonized the 
administration. He has opposed its meas- 
ures without good reason for so doing. Re- 
publicans. do not select as Presidential can- 
didates persons who have no policy except 
the gratification of their revenges. 

It is singular that the Republican Repre- 
sentatives, who are the immediate victims 
of Speaker Reed’s methods, do not assert 
themselves and put him where he belongs. 
They are the majority of the House. Heis 
not, though he acts as if he were. They 
can depose him from his dictatorship, and 
there is no reason why they should be espe- 
cially considerate of his feelings in doing so. 
He has been a hard master. His manners 
and his methods have been so tyrannical 


mitted to them so long. 

At this time Mr. Reed is standing be- 
tween the people and Hawaii. They wish 
him to get out of the way. If he does not 
they wish him to be run over by the ma- 
jority.

There 
are undoubtedly plenty of available trans- 
port ships on the Atlantic coast ff prompt 
measures had been taken to obtain them, 
but on the Pacific coast the question peom- 
ises to be really a serious one. The un- 
precedented activity of the Alaskan traffic 
has drawn a large number of the best vessels 
into that trade, and they are either out of 
reach or unwilling to abandon their lucrative 
business with the gold hunters. No doubt 
the War department will in time charter 
many of these, in which case the Klondike 
miners who want to come out during the 
summer will have to wait or take to swim- 
ming. In the meantime scarcely a beginning 
has been made in reinforcing Dewey. Three 
large transports have sailed with 2,500 men 
on board, and three more have been char- 
tered to sail some time next week with 2,500 
more. But at least-fifteen more vessels will 
be needed to complete the transportation of 
the trocps and supplies needed by General 
Merritt for the execution of his work in the 
Philippines: The government will evidently 
have to do séme hard work if it wants to put 
its transpacific plans into prompt execution. 


THE GREAT AWAKENING. 

Most striking and significant of all the 
results of our war with Spain is the 
electrical effect it has had upon the Ameri- 
can people themselves. This nation has in 
the last month awakened like a great giant 
from a profound sleep. The calm of a 
commercial lethargy has suddenly been 
transformed into the eager activities of a 
righteous war and into the keen and far- 
reaching outlook upon world questions. The 
hot ancestral Anglo-Saxon blood of a thou- 
sand years of adventure on land and sea 
has suddenly been sent throbbing again 
through the nation’s veins, working a 
mightier change in us than any that will 
be made upon Spain’s map when the war 
of Cuban liberation is over. 

The Atlantic Monthly for June contains 
an anonymous but masterly leading ar- 
ticle on “ The War with Spain, and After,” 
which is reproduced elsewhere in this is- 
sue of Tue Trisuns, and which graphical- 
ly portrays this great awakening. It also 
throws into strong contrast the ideals of 
American civilization and those of Span- 
ish civilization, tracing the century of an- 
noyance we have suffered because of the 
Spaniards’ presence within less than a hun- 
dred miles of our shores and showing how 
inevitable was the present conflict from 
the first. The writer begins by quoting from 
Mr. Buckle’s chapter on Spanish civiliza- 
tion, showing that Spain has never varied 
from the ideas of medieval cruelty and 
bigotry, remarking that to the Spaniards 
antiquity has always been synonymous with 
wisdom, and adding: 

Spain sleeps on, untroubled, unheeding, impas- 
sive, receiving no impressions from the rest of the 
world, and making no impressions upon it. There 
she lies, at the furthest extremity of the continent, 
a huge and torpid mass, the sole representative 
now remaining of the feelings and knowledge of 
the middle ages. And, what is the worst symptom 
of all, she is satisfied with her own condition. She 
is the most backward country in Europe, yet she 
believes herself to be the foremost... 

Such was the so-called: civilization, the 
antipodes of ours, that was sought to be 
maintained in all its murderous barbarity 
under the shadow of the freest and most 
progressive nation in the world. There was 
here an irreconcilable difference of civiliza- 
tions—a difference as radical as that of 
black and white. When two such antipodal 
elements are brought together there will 
be a clash—there must be a struggle that 
cannot end short of the annihilation of the 
weaker and baser. 

It is this irrepressible conflict that is now 
being fought out, and the only end possible 
is the elimination of Spanish institutions 
and power from the Western Hemisphere. 
It is something fiat has been hanging over 
us since long before the first Cuban re- 
bellion of 1823—a necessary and disagree- 
able surgical operation demanded by this 
malignant sore upon the nation’s hip. Yet 
six months ago the Amerfcan people would 
have laughed at a prediction that they were 
on the verge of a war with Spain, and would 
have frowned upon a proposition to have 
done at once and forever with this sickening 
misery of Cuban oppression. Three months 
ago this was still largely the case. One 
month ago, when war was proclaimed, the 
nation had only just become fairly aroused, 
but since that date it has risen in its might, 
shaken the lethargy of indifference from its 
heavy eyes, and become an animated, deter- 
mined, all-commanding giant in action. 
_What has wrought the wonderful change? 

The thing that awakened the giant was 
the mine that blew up the Maine. As the 
Atlantic writer says, the masses think in 
events and not in syllogisms, and this was 
an event. The despicable crime of the 
Maine was the immediate cause of the 
awakening, but it was not the cause of 
what the nation has done since it was 
awake. That was a matter of cumula- 
tive abuse on the one hand and of a latent 
spirit of warlike adventure on the other. 
Like all giants, the American nation is slow 
to anger, but terrible when it is aroused. 
When once the red fighting blood goes seeth- 
ing through its veins it plunges into the com- 
bat with a fierce joy in fight and adventure 
for their own sake. Spanish misrule in 
Cuba has galled the present generation of 
Americans almost continuously since the 
beginning of the Cuban revolt of 1868, yet 
we have steadily forborne to interfere, good- 
naturedly seeking to believe that it was 
none of our business, Even when the 
cttmulative wrongs of years made the Cuban 
matter distinctly an affair of ours—even 
when the wholesale butcheries of Weyler 
cried to heaven and to us for vengeance— 
we still held aloof, perhaps from force of 
habit, perhaps because we were too much 
engrossed in the routine of the counting- 
room. But all the generous emotions and 
all the love of just battle that have been 
bequeathed to the Anglo-Saxon race from 
centuries of knightly ancestors were still in 
our Veins, and at last the Maine blew up, 
end the United States was a changed nation 
for all time to come. 

The nation will never be the same again 
after this war is over. Something ancestral 
and grand has been stirred te life in it. 
The nation has passed through one of those 
illuminating epochal moments that change 
the individual or: national character. It 
has caught sight of a larger world beyond 
the sordid money-grubbing citcle in which 


} it has trod. The old theill of great deeds 


ith- | and of constructive enterprise has returned 


and revealed a charm that cannot again be 
forgotten in the petty cares of indoor life, 
Something large and healthful has come 
into our national life—come from within 
ourselves, and come to stay. We have 
somehow awakened to a true sense of man- 
hood and are at last ready to take our place 
as a pation among nations. It is a grand 
thing to set Cuba free, but in doing it we 
have ourselves attained to a grander free- 
dom of national thought, and the change 
wrought in ourselves is by far the most 
momentous result of the war.

STEWART’S IDEA OF “MORE MONEY.” 

Last Wednesday Senator Stewart of 
Nevada made a speech on the war rev- 
enue bill. He addressed himself particular- 
ly to those amendments reported by the 
Committee on Finance which provide for 
the coinage of silver seigniorage to the 
amount of 42 million dollars and the issue 
of legal tender notes to the amount of 
150 millions. He held that— 

The amount of money produced from taxation 
under the bill would depend largely upon the 
policy adopted relative to the issue of more monéy 
and the issue of bonds. He believed that with 
an issue of bonds {t would require largely more 


taxation to produce a given sum than it would 
without an issue of bonds. ' 


The Senator’s contention is that if more 
greenbacks are issued there will be “ more 
money” in the country; that since there 
will be “more money” not only will the 
people find it easier to get “ money ” with 
which to pay taxes, but business will be 
so stimulated by the proposed inflation of 
the currency that a tax on any industry 
will produce much more than it would if 
“more money” were not put into circula- 
tion. Consequently the Senator holds that if 
“more money ” is not issued, but bonds are 
sold, the amount of money circula- 
tion will be reduced, it will be harder to 
get money with which to pay taxes, and 
the productivity of each and every tax will 
be reduced, | 

This entire argument of the Senator from 
the so-called State of Nevada is based on 
the false, ridiculous assumption that the 
amount of money in the United States de- 


of each of those “dollars.” The total 
‘amount of money in circulation last month 
was 1,756 millions of dollars, each dollar, 
whether gold, silver, or paper, having the 
purchasing power of 23 1-5 grains of gold. 
If the purchasing power of each dollar 
were to be reduced one-half, the number 
of “dollars ” remaining “unchanged, Sena- 
tor Stewart would contend that there was 


fore. He would say the number of bills 
or coins had not been reduced, and there- 
fore there must beas much money. He will 
not admit that money is worth only what 
it will buy. 

If there were in circulation in the United 
States instead of 1,756 million gold value 
dollars 4,000 million free coinage “16to1” 
silver dollars, each of them worth 40 
cents and buying only 40 cents’ worth of 
any commodity, Senator Stewart would 
announce that the amount of “ money” 
in the country had moré than doubled. In 
reality there would be less money, for the 
4,000 million cheap silver dollars would 
be the equivalent of only 1,600 million gold 
value dollars. The number of pieces would 
_be increased, but the amount of actual 
money would be decreased. 

Stewart wants the United States to have 
“more money.” Unquestionably “ more 
money” is a good thing for this or any 
other country when it is réal money, not 
otherwise. During the last year the United 
States has added about 90 millions to its 


much real money. But Senator Stewart's 
mode of giving the country “ more money ” 


the currency so as to depreciate its value 
and thus reduce the amount of real money. 
He wants to add 192 millions to the sil- 
ver and legal tender circulation, in the 
hope that there will be a slump in the 
currency which may reduce the purchasing 
power of 1,100 millions of silver and paper 
money fully 60 per cent. The value of 
that money would shrivel up to 440 mil- 
lions. The 192 millions SteWart proposes 
to issue would represent only 76 4-5 mil- 
lions. Stewart would still contend that the 
country had “ more money.” 
The inflation and debasement of the cur 
rency which Stewart advocates would not 
make it easier for men to pay taxes, nor 
would they stimulate business. If Congress 
were to authorize and the President to 
sanction an addition of over 40 per cent 
to the volume of the greenbacks, a feeling 
of uneasiness would spring up in com- 
mercial, manufacturing, and financial 
circles which would depress every industry 
except that of the speculator. 
sudden slump in the currency which 
Stewart hopes for were to come it would 
be accompanied by a panic, which would 
make it infinitely more difficult to get 
cheap money for any purpose than it is to 
get good money now. . 

‘Nor is Stewart's contention true that the 
sale of bonds will “ contract the currency ” 


' and necessitate heavier taxation to raise a 


given amount of money. The bonds will 
be sold when money is needed, over and 
above the proceeds of taxes, to meet cur- 
rent expenses. The money obtained for 
the one or two hundred million dollars’ worth 
of bonds which will be sold will not be 
hoarded up in the Treasury. It will be 
paid out and go into circulation again 
precisely like the money received for taxes. 

There is but one safe and wise course 
for Congress to pursue at this time. It 
is to authorize the sale of 3 per cent bonds 
for which the people will pay full value 
in gold value money. It would be the 
height of folly to take the advice of a 
dangerous blatherskite like Stewart and 
proceed to derange the finances of the coun- 
try and decrease greatly the amount of 
money in circulation by a pretended gift 
of “ more money ”—by increasing the num- 
ber of greenback dollars and cutting three- 
fifths off the value of every paper or silver

OUTFLANKING THE SPEAKER. 
Senator Lodge is in favor of the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii. He seems to have made up 
his mind that Speaker Reed will not allow 
that question to be brought before the 
House, and that there will be no assertion 
of its rights by that majority in the House 
which desires to see the Sandwich Islands 
a part of the United States. Therefore the 
Senator has decided to outflank the Speaker 
and get the Hawaiian measure before the 
House without his consent. In order to 
accomplish that he yesterday -offered the 
Newlands annexation resolutions as an 
amendment to the war revenué bill. He 
and some other Senatorial friends of an- 
nexation announce that the two measures 
must go together. 
There is a majority in the Senate in favor 
of annexation. So the adoption of the 
Lodge amendment isnot unlikely. In that 
event the House majority might get beyond 
the control of the Speaker and demand that 
that amendment, at least, be adopted in 
spite of the fact that it is not germane to the 
bill. | 
Senator Lodge may have had another rea- 
son for offering his amendment. There have 
been rumors in circulation for some days‘to 
the effect that a bargain has been made be- 
tween Speaker Reed and certain Democratic 
Senators and leading Representatives that 
if he would prevent annexation they would 
see that the war revenue bill got through 
the Senate with the bond provision re- 
tained. Senator Lodge may wish to ascer- 
tain whether any such seemingly needless 
agreement has been entered into, for it is 
believed that there are enough votes in the 
Senate to put the bond provision through 
without a resort to a compromise so dis- 
tasteful to the people who want Hawaii 
annexed. .

weeks past the mind of the nation has been 


largely fixed, with no little anxiety, upon a 
warship plowing its perilous and solitary 
way through distant seas. Today it is fixed, 
with pride and praise, upon that same ship, 
safe and sound at the end of its weary run, . 
among its sisters of the fleet. It was no 
common incident, this voyage of the Oregon, 
achieved in no common manner, and its 
record reflects no common credit upon the 
American navy, however much the need of 
such a work reflects discredit upon our goy- 
ernment for remissness fh past years. 
What is the Oregon? And what has it 
done? It is a héavy coast-line battleshin, 
It is intended for giving and taking heavy 
blows in defense of home and country. It is 
not intended for swift cruising in distant 
seas.

It was ordered to hasien 
“from lands of sun to lands of snows” and 
back again to lands of sun, through two 
oceans and three zones, past more than a 
dozen alien coasts, in distance more than 
half way round the world, through distress 
of tropic heat and through peril of antarctie 
storms; through peril, too, of attack fror 
hostile fleets; and at the end of the arduous 
voyage to be-in full fighting trim, ready for 
instant action. It was a commission that 
might well be deemed trying to any vesse} 
that was ever launched. But it fulfilled ft. 
to the letter. After all the perils and labors 
of thirteen thousand miles, through strange 
waters, it reaches its station ahead of ex- 
pected time, with not a tube broken nor a 
rivet strained, nor the stroke of a hammer 
nor the turn of a wrench needed to prepare 


it for the clash of battle. If there is a finer 


tribute to shipbuilding and seamanship in all 
the world than inthat simple fact, we should 
like to know where it is. 

But what a stupendous object lesson ig 
conveyed in the need for such a perform- 
ance! Thousands of miles of sailing, with 
the innumerable perils of sea and shore, 


and weeks of time, of which any hour might — 


be filled with the need of a nation’s life— 
and all for what? All because for fifty years 
we have failed to have the courage of our 
convictions and the enterprise of our intel- 
ligence, and have not cut a canal across 
the isthmus of Central America. Had such 
a canal been cut the Oregon -would have 
been in West Indian waters more than a 
ago. What would not that have 
been worth to us? What might it not have 


been worth? Were there such a canal the ~ 


talk of sending the Cadiz fleet to Manila

There ig 
no exaggeration in saying that the lack of 
such a canal has exposed us to danger of 
losses greater than the cost of constructing 
such a canal would be.

The strategic value of these has 
been pointed out to Speaker Reed time and 
again, also the fact that this is not a new 
idea Or one of conquest, but a move of 
absolute necessity. Since the sailing of 
transports and the Charleston for the Phil- 
ippines the importance of this government 
possessing a port in the Pacific is ¢m- 
phasised. It will be impossible for the 
Charieston and transports to reach their 
destination without stopbing at Honolulu 
for coal.

While no éefinite promise from Mr. Reed 
bas been obtained, he has relaxed his op- 
position, which gives encouragement to the 
friends of the administration.

Washington, D. C., May 27.—A notable 
speech on the war revenue measure was de- 
livered in the Senate this afternoon by Mr. 
Gorman [Dem., Md.]. in the course of an 
argument in support of a tax on corporations 
he denounced as “infamous” the decision 
of the Supreme Court declaring the income 
fax law of 1894 unconstitutional.

Spain. 

“The currency of the United States, 
whether of gold, silver, or paper money, 
éhall be a lawful tender in said islands so 
owned or occupied in the same manner and 
to the same extent that they are legal tender 
in the United States for the payment of all 
éebts, public or private.” 


Revenue Debate. 


Mr. Teller [Sil. Rep.] concluded his speech . 
begun yesterday advocating the coinage of 
the seigniorage, the levying of an income tax, 
and the issue of legal tender notes, and op- 
posing the issue of bonds. 

Mr. Nelson [Rep., Minn.) presented a care- 
fully prepared argument against the issue : 
of legal tender notes. 

In a speech of two hours Mr. Cockrell | 
[Dem.. Mo.} discussed the financial ques- 
tions in contention between the Democrat 
and Republican parties. He urged that the

He said that the idea of sending the pro- 
posed bonds to the postoffices in order that 
they might appear to be a popular loan wasa 
“ fraud agpd a fake on the face of it.”’. 

The bonds, he maintained, would be paid 
for tn gold, and the necessary amount of 
gold was not in the hands of the people but 
in those of capitalists, and capitalists wou 
control the issue. . 


Corporation Tax. . 

In the course of his Senator Gor- 
man said the burdens ought to be placed 
upon the large interests able to pay taxes, 
instead of upon people regardless of their 
condition. The people, he maintained; | 
should be exempted from the offensive and 
burdensome tax, the levying and collection 
of Which would result in most serious diffi- 
culties. . 

“ Now is the time,” he delared, “ while 
we are engaged in war,.to test the Supreme 
Court upon the corporation tax question. 
A decision against it will not destroy our 


court. The American people would amend 
the constitution so that in time of war taxes 
might be levied upon all interests justly and | 
équitably.”’ 

Mr. Gorman declared that if the bond pro- 
visidn proposed should not be enacted into 
law the crisis would come. perhaps within 
thirty days, and the President would be 
forced to issué bonds under the act of 1875, 
at probably 4 or 5 per cent interest. 


Annexationists Are in Earnest. 


Investigation develops that Senetor 
Lodge's action in presenting the Hawaiian 
amendment was the result of a conference 
among the advocates of annexation. They 
express the opinion that the amendment in 
the end will be accepted, but admit that in all 
probability it will result in delaying the 
passage of the revenue bill. 

The advocates of annexation assert that 
when the vote is reached it will result in the 
incorporation of Hawalian annexation in the. 
revenue bill. which would of course have the 
effect of forcing the matter upon the atten- 
tion of the House. They claim they will get 
the votes of all but four of the Republican 
Senators, and also those of many Demo- 
crats, Populists, and silver Republhcans. 

The assertion ts made by Senators in favor 
of annexation that the administration is 
more anxious than at any previous time for 
legislation providing for annexation. The 
condition of affairs in the Philippines and 
the necessity for a stopping place for our 
ships on their way to those islands, they say, 
is the reason for the present urgency. It is 
asserted that to hold the Philippines without 
possession of Hawali would be next to im-

‘Who Handles the Reins. 


POINTS FROM AN EXPERT. 


Things to Be Observed and Oth- 


Hitherto I have written about harness 
and harnessing, and now, the pony being 
ready, you may start on your drive, says a 
writer in Country Life, 

There is no strict rule which side of the 
eart you should get in, only if you get in on 
the right side you must hold the reins till 
you are in in your right hand and then 
change them into your left. Never under 
any circumstances whatever get into the 
cart without your reins in your hand, 
It is dangerous to begin with, and stamps 

as an amateur and ignoramus at once. 
Neither must you start off leaving the whip | 


in its socket} in fact, never leave it there } 


except when you are out of the cart. Sit: 
upright on your seat and arrange it at a 
comfortable height, so that your feet may 
rest firmly on the mat. This is important, 


as if you tuck your feet under the seat the Ff 


slightest jerk may send you with your nose 
on the splashboard. The cart, when the 
passengers are in, ought to be so balanced 
that the shafts move easily up and down in 
the tugs; if it is too much on the pony’s . 
back, shift the seat farther back, if, on the . 
contrary, it_hangs too much, bring it more 
forward. Hold your whip so that it bal- 
ances cofmfortably, which will probably be 
about a foot.off the end. Do not let it lie 
across so that it comes in contac® with 
your fellow-passenger'’s hat. This espe-

No 
strength or control can be got in this post!- 
tion. The right way is for the elbow to be 
near the side and the wrist bent so that the 
thumb is across the driver's waist and 


almost parallel with it. Do not let the wrist © 


be stiff, or the fingers, or you will get 
crainp in no time. No one can drive 
even a donkey in tight gloves, so be careful 
that yours are stout and loose enough to give 
all your fingers room to stretch and move 
with freedom. If you are going to a party 
or wish to be especially smart, put your best 
gloves under the seat cushion and drive in.

STATUTES PROVIDE,

Bince the time of the call for volunteers 
attorneys have been beset with questions 
concerning the laws governing pensions and 
thé conditions upon which they could be 
asked of the government. Miss Ada C. 
Sweet, whose acquaintance with pension 
practice is extensive, explained yesterday 
the pension law and Its provisions. 

bie The general belief seems to be that the 
éoldier who is sent against Cuba will come 
under some special pension law,” she said. 
“Such is not the case. All pensions, unless 
other and unexpected legislation is made, 
will be given under the general pension law 


( known as the act of July 14, 1862. There 


are other pension laws, notably the ones 
pertaining to the war of 1812 and to the 
Mexican war. A law meant to apply only 
to survivors of the civil war, the act of 1890, 
is also in existence. . 
“Under the act of 1862 any man who is 
permanently disabled in war may draw «a 
pension, the amount depending entirely 
upon the extent of This is 
known as an invalid pension. The lowest 
is $6 


amount a month, and it ranges 


paid 
‘up to $100, The itmit is paid only when the 


pensioner is entirely helpless and needs the 
constant care of an attendant. Insanity is 
included under the heading. The lose of 
both arms and legs also entitles the pen- 
sioner to draw the extreme amount. For 
total blindness $72 a month Its paid, and for 
the loss of a hand or of a leg $45 a month 
is allowed. 

‘Ifthe soldier is killed or dies as the re- 


sult of wounds or from sickness, and leaves | 


a widow, she is entitled to a pension af $12 
a month, and if there are any children under 
16 years old she can draw an additional §2 
@ month for each one of them. The addi- 
tional amounts stop when the children 
reach 16 years of age. A widow's pension 
dates from the death of her husband, but 
the soldier’s invalid pension da from the 
day of his discharge for disabil&y. 

“If the soldier dies and leaves widow 
there is no pension unless his parents were 


| dependent upon him for support... In that 


case the mother ts allowed $12 a month. If

BREAD OF VARIOUS NATIONS. 


How the Staff of Life Is Made by Differ- 
ent Peoples in All Parts of 
the Earth. 


It ts a curious and interesting study to 
compare the various materials which serve 
the different nations of the world as the 
basis of their bread. In this country, where 
good bread, made from spring and fall wheat 
flour, is within reach of all, rarely a thought 
ts given to the fact that, efter all, the inbab- 
ttants of only a smal) portion of the earth's 
surface enjoy such food. In the remoter 
part of Sweden the poor make and bake 
their rye bread twice a year and estore the 
loaves away, so that eventually they are 
as hard as bricks. Further north still bread 
is made from barley and oats. In Lapland 
eats, with the inner bark of the pine, are 
used. The two together, wéll ground and 
mixed, are made into large, flat cakes, and 
cooked in a pan over a fire. In dreary 
Kamschatka pine or birch bark by itself, 
well macerated, pounded, and baked, fre- 
quently constitutes the whole of the native 
bread food. The Icelander scrapes the 
“Iceland moss” ofthe rocks and grinds it 
into flour, which serves both for bread and 
puddings, In some parts of Siberia, China, 
and other Eastern countries a fairly palata- 
bie bread is made from buckwheat. In 

of Italy chestnuts are cooked, ground 

nto meal, and used for making bread. Dur- 
ra, a variety of the millet, is much used in 
the countries of India, Egypt, Arabia, and 
Asia Minor for making bread. Rice bread is 
the staple food of the Chinese, Japanese 


and a large portion of the inhabitants of 
In Persia the bread its from rice,

flour, and milk; it ts called “ lawash.” 

Persian oven is built in the ground; about 
the size of a barrel. The sides are smooth 
mason work. The fire is built at the bottom 
and kept burning until 
of the oven are thoroughly heated. Hnough 
dough to form a sheet about one foot wide 
and about two feet long is thrown on the 
bench and rolled until about as thin aa sole 
leather, then ft is taken up and tossed and 
rolled from one arm to the other and flung 


on the board and slapped on the side of the. 


oven. It takes only a few moments to bake, 
and when baked it is spread out to cool. 
This bread is cheap (one cent a sheet); it 
is sweet and nourishing. A specimen of the 
“hunger bread” from Armenia is made of 
cloverseed, flax, or linseed meal, mixed with 
edible grass. In the Molucca Islands the 
starchy pith of the sago palm furnishes a 
white, floury meal. This is made up tnto 
flat, oblong loaves, which are baked in curt- 
ous little ovens, each being divided into 
oblong cells to receive the loaves. Bread is 
also made of roots in some parts of Africa 
and South America. It is made from manioc 


tubers. These roots are a deadly poison: 


if eaten in the raw state, but make a good 
food if properly prepared. To prepare it 
for bread the roots are soaked for several 
days in water, thus washing out the poison; 
the fibers are picked out, dried, and ground 
into flour. This is mixed with milk, if ob- 
tainable; if not, water is used.’ The dough 
is formed into little round loaves and baked 
in hot ashes or dried in the eun.—Sanitary 
Record.

Although it was positively announced at 
the beginning of the war that neither the 
army nor the navy would enlist any womea 
nurses for war service, the plans have just 
been changed, and Dr. McGee ts fast supply- 
ing women to take care of our brave boys 
in the hospitals at Key West, Atlanta, and . 
the hespital ship lately. fitted out at New 
York. There were women nurses in the. 
late war, but they were not enlisted in the © 
military service, being paid from the un- 
official funds of the Sanitary commission. 
received but $12 a month in reward for 
their tender services, whereas those who 
will nurse the wounded of the present war 
will get the full nurse’s pay of $30 a month.

Tax on Corporations, It Is Declared by 
Mr. Frye, Would Deprive # Million 

_ Men of Means of Support—Mr. Platt 
of Connecticut Says It Would Be 
Uneonstitational — Mr. Lindsay on 
More Greenbacks and the Bad 
Effect. 


Washington, D. C.. May 25.—After some 
routine business in the Senate this morning 
the war revenue bill was taken up, the pend- 
ing question being on Mr. McEnery’s amend- 
ment exempting from the tax on the gross 
receipts of corporations “limited liability, 
commercial partnerships, and partnerships 
conducting planting or farming business or 
preparing for market products of the soil.” 

Mr. Frye [Rep., Me.] said that a bill pro- 
posing to tax manufacturing corporations 
‘ought to be entitled “‘ a bill for the encour- 
agement of enlistments in the United States 
army,” because, if it became a law there 
would bea million men in the United States 


they would prefer service in the United 
States army to service in manufacturing cor- 
porations. The burden of such taxation 
would fall on the men who work in the mills 
and not on the stockholders. As to the tax 
on savings banks, it was equally objection- 
able. As a rule, in New England there were 
no a paid to the officers of savings 
banks, except perhaps a small salary in 
the Androscoggin Savings Bank. In his 
State the amount of salaries paid would not 
amount to $3,000 a year. Every dollar, of 
earnings went to the depositors, all of whom 
were men and women who worked in the 
mills and who now received only 3 or 4 per 
cent on their deposits. 


Mr. Platt in Opposition. 


Mr. Platt [Rep., Conn.], a member of the 
Finance committee, characterized the pro- 
posed taxation of corporations as unneces- 
sary, unjust, and unconstitutional. It was 
unnecessary, because the bill as it came 
from the House would raise revenue enough; 
it would raise much more revenue 
than the chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Means had estimated. That esti- 
mate was $100,000,000, but Mr. Platt believed 
that the House bill would yield from §$115,- 
000,000 to $120,000,000. As to the bond feat- 
ure of the House bill, Mr. Platt thought that 
/-its terms were eminently fair and that the 
burdens of the war ought to be distributed 
over ten years. 

Coming back to the proposition to tax cor- 
porations, he said that it was unjust because 
it discriminated between persons engaged fn 
the same class of business. He understood 
the feeling of the present day with regard 
to great curporations and the desire in some 
way to get at them and to prevent their 
making money. ut it should not be for- 
gotten that half the number of corporations 
were small, made up of persons who put 
their skill and energy into the business in 
place of capital. The Senator from lowa 
{M. Alhson} had said the other day that 
there were 500 creameries in Iowa which 
would be subjected to the tax on corpora- 
tions. He [Mr. Platt] did not know how 
many creameries there were in Connecticut, 
but New England was full of them. Ho 
spoke of them as showing the kind of cor- 
porations which would be taxed heavily. 

The method of measuring the tax on corpo- 
rations Mr. Platt condemned as unequal and 
unjust. He gave an instance of a fruit cor- 
puration in New York, with a capital of 
$100,000 and yearly sales of $3,000,000, and 
said that the yearly tax on that corporation 
would be equal to 7% per cent on its capital. 
Was that fair, honest, or equal? 

Mr. Mason [{Rep., lil.]—Is it not also true 
| that in mercantile operations sales are made 
‘where there is absolutely no profit at all? 

‘**T am coming to that,”’ Mr. Platt said. 
“This proposition taxes not only profitaDle 
co rations but unprofitable corporations, 
not only profitable business but unprofitable 
business. It even taxes business in the hands 
of receivers.” 


| Tax Would Be Double. § 


Mr. Platt went on to argue that the pro- 
posed tax was illegal and unconstitutional. 
inasmuch as corporations were taxed by the 
States and cities. In his own city, he said, 
bank stocks were assessed at their full mar- 
ket value, and taxed 24 percent. Mr. Plarct 
summed up his argument with the state- 
ment that the proposed tax on corperations 
should be defeated, because too much rev- 
enue would be raised under the bill before 
that tax was reached, because it wou‘:d raise 
more revenue from the people than the peo- 
ple.cught to pay toward the war in one year, 
and because the proposed tax would be un- 
just and unequal in operation. 

Mr. Lindsay [Dem., Ky.] made a legal and 
constitutional argument against the pro- 
posed tax on corporations. When he came 
to discuss the question between the Issue of 
bonds, as provided for in the House bill, or 
the issue of legal tender notes, as advocated 
by the Democratic Senators of the Finance 
committee, he expressed his wonder at the 
change of sentiment undergone by the Dem- 
ocratic party since the time when all the 
Democrats In the House and in the Senate 
opposed the first issue of greenbacks during 
the civil war. He was frequently interrupted 
by other Democratic Senators, who ques- 
tioned his position. He replied to them and 
argued that the real question before the 
Senate now was whether bonds should be 
sold to raise money to pay the expenses of 
the war, or whether they would have to be 
sold under less favorable conditions in order 
to buy gold to meet the raids that would be 
made on the Treasury if the greenback issué 
was increased by a hundred and fifty mil- 
lions. He maintained that the first of these 
was the correct policy.

Key West, Fla., May 26.—Cerverais juggling 
his fleet here and there dexterously. Schley 
has gone somewhere at a pace and with 
enough coal to confuse'and defeat a modest 
newspaper tug. Ostensibly he has gone to 
line up in the Yucatan Channel and send 
scouting cruisers to locate the enemy. He 
has probably found them by now, but off 
Havana everything is peaceful save the sea, 
which is spinning the small fry as if they 
were tops. 

The interest at Havana in our movements 
must be intense. Sometimes twenty salis 
are in sight of the shore batterjes. Yester- 
day we steamed up within range and looked 
over the defenses. They are making a nice 
collection of modern artillery in Havana and 
have it all arranged neatly behind earth- 
works. It makes a man sad to think they 
have accomplished all the formidable part 
of their system of defense since the begin- 
ning of the war. Nobody cares about Morro 
Castile, which is about as important to Ha- 
vana as Governor’s Island is to New York, 
but it will be a bitter thing if we lose any 
gallant men from the fire of the’ batteries 
our strange policy allowed to be compieted. 
A few shells judiciously applied from time 
to time would have prevented their comple- 
tion. 

Our scouts are out in the Windward FPas- 
sage. It is possible that the enemy’s fleet 
may escape Schley, and instead of dashing 
far to the.northward may attempt to run 
into Havana. If they do they will be greatly 
but firmly received by a committee formed 
of Admiral Sampson's fleet. 

All day Saturday and all day Sunday the 
New York lay off \Havana palavering with 
this cruiser and that.cruiser by wigwagsing 
and otherwise. Then on Monday morning 
the New York headed into ‘the teeth of the 
eastern gale and at its heels a fleet followed. 

The dawn of Wednesday revealed the fleet 
headed in line to the westward. Five miles 
to the northward a fiying division of the 
fastest ships in the squadron had been found 
under Commodore Watson. Nis flagship 
headed it, and then followed ih line the 
others at perfectly preserved intervals. 

No word came from either Key West or 
the speeding scouts over guarding | Vir- 
gin, the Mona, and the Windward. \ No 
word from Schley. The fleet barely moved, 
but staid always off Santa Maria Keys, on 
the Cuban coast. The correspondents de-. 
bated bitterly the question of why the Ad- 
miral clung so closely to this particular 
was generally understood 
among the naval officers that Schley’s raid 
into the waters of south Cuba had placed 
Sampson’s in position as the second line of 
defense, and that the Strategy board 
had probably ordered Sampson to assemble 
his ships at a point somewhere off Cayo 
France’s light or Cayo Santa Marie, be- 
cause there was the junction of three vitally 
important channels—the Santaren, the 
Nicholas, and the old Bahama, 

In case the scouts report tlie Spanish fleet_ 
is bottledinsomesouthern harbor by Schley, 
or as coming toward some of the eastern 
passages, Sampson is already at the mouth 
of the old Bahama Channel and has gained 
thirty-six fours from Key West for his 
heaviest ships.

AT STATE AND MADISON. 


To Be Twelve Stories in Height 


ACQUIRING GROUND SPACE. 


A marble building to cost $1,000,000 will 
be erected by Sphiesinger & Mayer on the 
site of their present establishment at State 
and Madison streets. Construction will be 
begun within a year, and it is expected that 
the building when completed will be unique 
among structures of its kind. 

Louis H. Sullivan, the architect who, in 
conjunction with Dankmar Adler, designed 
the Auditorium, is at work on the plans, and 
it is announced to be the intention to con- 
struct the extérior wholly of Georgia marble 
and bronze, the material being the same 
as that used in the construction of the Cor- 
coran Art Gallery in Washington. 

For some time past Schlesinger & Mayer 
have been quietly securing leases of prop- 
erty in Madison street, between State and 
Wabash, and it is now given out that Stan- 
ton & Co., grocers, 54 and 56 Madison street, 
and Haskell Bros., trunk manufacturers, 52 
Madison street, have disposed of their leases 
to the firm. How much more Madison 
street frontage has been obtained is not 
known, as the parties to the negotiations 
decline to divulge information, but it is be- 
lieved that much of the block is controlled 
by Schlesinger & Mayer. The Stanton and 
Haskell leases are not to expire for a year, 
but at the end of that time the present 
buildings they occupy will be torn down fo 
make room for the new improvement. - - 


Twelve Stories and Fireproof. 


The exact size of the new building cannot 
be given. It will be twelve stories high and 
fireproof. 

. A large amount of the space in the build- 

ings which Schlesinger & Mayer occupy at 
present is owned by several proprietors. In 
State street the firm has a frontage of 186 
feet, but a lease entered into last year with 
E. Nelson Blake for the property at 145 State 
street the house will control, for fifteen 
years from May 1, 1900, thirty feet additiun- 
al, giving a total frontage in State street of 
216 feet. 

Considerable speculation is being indulged 
in as to the secret movements of Schlesinger 
& Mayer in acquiring realestate. They con- 
trol by long-term leases the Haskell and the 
Barker properties, with buildings five stories 
high, extending over a frontage of eighty 
feet, and have under lease and occupy three 
stores of the Silversmiths’ Building, giving 
them a total frontage in Wabash avenue of 
160 feet. In Madison street they occupy the 
seventy-three feet of frontage leading east 
from State to the alley, and exactly how 
much more they own by lease on that street, 
as indicated by the purchase of the leases of 
the various merchants who occupy the dif- 
ferent stores, is still a secret. 


Ground Space in Prospect. 


It ts thought that the new building will 
occupy that-section of ground owned by L. 
Z. Leiter, cronting 180% ‘Yeet in State street 
and 148% feet in Madison. Conjecture also 
says that the Catholic Church property at 
the southwest corner of Wabash avenue and 
Madison street is to be included in the im- 
provement. This block fronts 180 feet in 
Madison street and eighty feet in Wabash 
avenue. The ground on which the St. Mary’s 
Block stands is owned by the Catholic 
Bishop, and is under lease to Chief Justice 
Fuller and others, trustees, on a contract 
which expires in 1904. Some of the other 
leases which have been acquired do not ex- 
pire until 1905, and it probably would not 
be as difficult to secure the St. Mary’s Block 
as others, which do not run out until] later. | 

Buying cautiously and gradually Schles-

Stock and Business of the Firm Bought 
by Lyon & Healy—Importazt to 
the Trade. 


\ The announcement is made that the music 


stock and business of Lyon, Potter & Co., 
the consideration being in the neighborhdod 
of $250,000, though the exact amount ‘has 
not been disclosed by the parties interested 
in the transaction, which is of great inter- 
est to the wholesale music trade throughout \, 
the entire country. As a result of the deal 
Lyon & Healy now become the exclusive 
Chicago agents of the Steinway piano. 

While it is the intention of Lyon & Healy 
to continue the operation of the Lyon, Potter 
& Co. establishment for a short time, the 
premise» will eventually be vacated and 
the stodk remaining unsold transferred to 
the present Lyon & Healy quarters in Wa- 
bash avenue. 

* The piano and music firm of Lyon & Healy 
was formed in 1864 by George W. Lyon and 
P. J. Healy, who came to Chicago from Bos- 
ton. The two remained in partnership until 
1889, when Mr. Lyon withdrew from the 
firm, consenting, however, to the use of 
his name by his former associate. Shortly 
afterward the firm of Lyon & Healy was 
reorganized into a stock company. P. J. 
Healy was made President, C. N. Post Vice 
President, and R. B. Gregory Treasurer, 
and a Board of Directors established co 
sisting of Mr. Healy, Mr. Post, Mr. Gregory, 
J. P. Byrne, and J. F. Bowers. 

George W. Lyon and Edwin A. Potter 
formed the firm of Lyon, Potter & Co. and 
began a piano business in the fall of 1889, 
locating at 174 and 176 Wabash avenue. In 
the spring of the following year William 
Steinway became interested in the new com- 
bination and was elected President. Mr.

GRAND JURY TO INVESTIGATE Ma- 
MIE PETERSON’S DEATH. 


State’s Attorney Will Present All the 
Evidence Obtained in Relation to 
the Fatal Scalding of the Child at 

the Emeline Thomas Day Nursery— 
Several Physicians and Other Wit- 
nesses Will Be Called On to Testify 
Concerning the Case. 


The fatal scalding of Mamie Peterson at 


| the Emeline Thomas Day Nursery is not 


going to be allowed to pass into forgetful- 
ness for lack of official investigation. As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Sprogie has care- 
fully examined the testimony given at the 
Coroner’s inquest, and the facts therein set 
forth are such that he has determined to 
present them to the grand jury this morning. 

The case will be brought in the name of the 
people of Illinois against Susanna M. Tilly, 
matron of the Day Nursery, who placed the 
little child in the bath of hot water. In 
view of the evidence the State’s Attorney 
says the grand jury must either find no bill 
or indict Mrs. Tilly for manslaughter. 

The witnesses to be examined include Mrs. 
Esther Peterson, mother of the child; Dr. 
S. M. Suttles, the woman physician at the 
nursery; Drs. M. C. Moran and O. M. See- 
huus, Mrs. Esther E. Clinton, and Miss Anna 
B. Smith. 

The two women last named are employed 
in coal offices in the Elisworth Building, 355 
Dearborn street. Their attention was called 
to the pitiable plight of Mrs. Peterson and 
her daughter by the account of the case as 
published in Tue TRIBUNE. They visited 
the stricken family last Sunday, and found 
the child dead. Mrs. Peterson showed them 
the remains of her daughter. The sight of 
the seared and twisted limbs and the deep 
burns aroused these two tender hearted 
women, and they wrote to State’s Attorney 
Deneen a scathing denunciation of the treat- 
ment the little girl had been subjected to. 
In the letter they said nothing could exceed 
the horror of the awful agony which this 
child must have suffered.

WRITING TELLS THE TALE 


Both Policemen Are Likely to Be 
Dropped from the Force. 


MAY GO BEFORE GRAND JURY 


Discoveries made by the Civil Service Com- 
missioners yesterday make it almost certain 
that Police Lieutenant Matthew Homer, a 
recent aspirant to the Inspectotship made 
vacant by the death of Michael J. Schaack, 
and Desk Sergeant Charles L. Larkin will 
discharged from the force. The case 1 
probably be taken to the grand jury. _ 

At the examination for Patrol Sergeants 
held on Feb. 24 Homer passed with an aver- 
age of 100. This high average, coupled with 
the fact that Homer was known to be a man 
of comparatively little education, aroused 
suspicion which led to an investigation. An 
inspection of the examination papers made 
by the commission yesterday clearly indi- 
cates that Desk Sergeant Larkin sat beside 
Homer at the test and that Homer wrote 
Larkin’s papers and Larkin write Homer's 
papers. Larkin had passed the examination 
for Desk Sergeants held on Jan. 22 with an 
average of 08.44, and, to all appearances, he 
went into the subsequent examination for 
Patrol Sergeants for the express purpose of 
helping out his friend Homer. 

The Civil Service board notified Chief Kip- 
ley to have the two officials appear before it 
at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The Chief 
sent a telephone message to Inspector Hart- 
nett, but the men did not respond. A story 
was circulated that both men had left the 
city rather than testify before the merit 
board, but this could not be confirmed. 
Chief Kipley denied thé réport and said the 
men would appear today. Lieutenant Homer 
was at the City Hall in the morning, but did 
not go near the Civil Service office. Presi- 
dent Lindblom will issue subpeemaes for the 
two officers this morning, and if they are not 
found they will be suspended. 

The civil service law describes the offense 
attributed to Homer and Larkin as a felony 
and provides a term of imprisonment of from 
two to five years as a penalty. Under the 
rules if the men are suspended for thirty 
days they are discharged and forever barred 
from reinstatement. 

Handwriting Is Compared. 

Pesident Lindblom and Commissioner 
Gartz found the answers written by Larkin 
at the desk sergeant’s examination Jan. 22 
‘were identical with the chirography on 
Homer's papers in the examination for pa- 
trol sergeants held Feb. 24. Homer’s signa- 
ture in the police register was then com- 
pared with the writing on Larkin‘’s paper at 
the patrol sergeants’ test, and the writing 
corresponded exactly. 

After the inspection of the documents had 
been concluded President Lindblom sa'a: 

“It is hardly proper for me to discuss the 
matter, as I wiil be called upon to finally 
pass upon the case, but I will say that I am 
convinced that both are guilty.

Mundreds 
of reports complaining of dirty streets and 
alleys in all parts of the city are received 
every day. The ward superintendents de- 
cided each should be allowed a horse and 
buggy, and they called on Commissioner 
MeGann in a body to present their demands. 
Instead .of being given horses and buggies 
they were reprimanded for neglect of duty 
and threatened’ with discharge. The Com- 
missioner has ordered the streets along the

Expects the Senate Will Pass the House 
Bond Bill Seon—Popular Issue, He 
Thinks, Is Sure to Be Successful— 
Plans of the Department for Plac-

Frank A. Vanderlip, Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, is in town on a brief vaca- 
tion from Washington. He is confident that 
the House bond bill will saon be accepted by 
the Senate, and says that as soon as it be- 


‘comes law the Treasury department will 


send out the necessary subscription blanks. 
The success of the “popular” loan, Mr. 
Vanderlip declares, will be assured. 

“ Everything is ‘ bottled up’ in Washing- 


ton just now,” said Mr. Vanderiip, “so I 


thought I could leave my post until after 
Decoration day. The President and the Army 
and Wavy departments are looking after the 
armies and fleets, but it is the hard task of 


‘the Treasury department to provide for the 


sinews cf war. I do not like to discuss the 
bond or revenue bills, as it would be prema- 
ture in view of the fact they are still before 
the Senate, and not yet law. Nothing will 
be done by the lawmaking body until next 
week, but I am confident that the Senate 
will finally pass measures in line with the 
House bills, which are satisfactory to the 
Treasury department. We have everything 
in readiness, so that no time will be lost 


when the bond issue is authorized. 


“It is the present plan to send, out sub- 
scription blanks to about 80,000 offices, in- 
cluding national State, and private banks, 
nd money order postoffices, 
accompanied by circulars of information. 
The money may be remitted in any form, 
and the simplicity of bonds at par, with no 
premium to confuse, will put the issue within 
the reach of the humblest persons, and 
should make it preéminently successful for 
a popular loan. Preference will be given to 
small subscribers, subscriptions of $1,000 


and under being allotted in full, but larger 


subscriptions will be prorated according to 


what is left after the smaller subscriptions 


are taken care of. 

‘IT am confident that the people will show 
an eagerness for the bonds, and that the 
issue will sell on as good a basis as any 


other issue—for investment discrimination— 
and motives of patriotism will make the peo- 
ple anxious to have them. There seems no 


reason to expect that the issue will lead to 
any currency contraction, with money. in 


all parts of the country as abundant as it 
is now.”’

WaShington, D. C., May 27.—[{Special.]— 
Senator StephemB. Elkins-believes the Mon- 
roe doctrine is to be abandoned. He says: 

“We have traveled 100 years in the last 
four’ weeks. Our whole colonial policy is 
about to undergo a radical change. The 
Monroe doctrine, which was all right when 
it was written, but is no longer, is about to 
be smashed to smithereens, and the govern- 


ment of the United States is slowly but sure- 


ly breaking away from its old moorings. 

“This war with Spain will necessitate a 
change in our colonial policy. If there is 
any one thing I am certain of it is this. 
The fortunes of war have given us terri- 
tory in the seas which we would never have 
thought of acquiring, put since we have ac- 
quired it, the Stars and Stripes must float 
there forever. 

“The Philippines alone will not compen- 
sate or reimburse us. We must have more 
territory. Puerto Rico will doubtless be un- 
der control of the United States government 
before the end of a fortnight. We should 
not halt here. Let us acquire a coaling sta- 
tion in the Mediterranean Sea. 

** Hawaii should be ours before the setting 
of another sun, and if I thought I could as- . 
sist in the acquisition of that territory I 
would be willing to remain in session all 
summer.”’ 


DECREASE OF CRIME IN LONDON 


In Spite of Great Increase in Popula- 
tion the Number of Convictions 
Has Fallen Off. 


The population of the English metropolis 
increases at the rate of about one hundred 
thousand a year; but notwithstanding this 
large increase of population the number of 
convicted criminals has largely decreased 
during the last twenty-one years. In 1877 
there were nine large prisons in London. 
Since that time five of these have either 
been demolished or have been utilized for 
other purposes, leaving only four prisons 
instead of nine. The prisons thus discon- 
tinued were Tothill Fields, Millbank, House 
of Correction, House of Detention, and New- 
gate. This large decrease of crime is largely 
due to the efforts which have been made for 
the benefit of discharged prisoners, and es- 


pecially to the St. Giles Mission, which in 


1877 inaugurated this work under the direc- 
tion of M. W. Wheatley, now the superin- 
tendent of the mission. In that year the 
mission began to send delegates every morn- 
ing to the gates of the several prisons to 
meet the prisoners as they were discharged 
and invite them to breakfast in a room near 
by, after which special advice and material 
assistance were offered tohim. During these 


twenty-one years 320,000 have accepted the 


invitation to breakfast; and 80,000 of these 
have been provided with tools, stock, cloth- 
ing, or employment. 

The government has now shown its appre- 
clation of these efforts by giving the mission 
a piece of government land close to three of 
the prisons, on which the mission has erected 
buildings in which the breakfasts are given. 
The mission also established homes for boys 
of the criminal clase; and some fourteen 


years ago, through its influence and efforts, 


“The First Offenders’ Law” was enacted, 
by which Judges and magistrates are at lib- 
erty; instead of sending first.offenders to 
prison, to place them on probation/by send- 
ing them to a home where they be cared 
for and instructed. The St. Giles Mission 
has now three large homes for such boys, 
and the Judges and police magistrates exer- 
cise the discretion the law gives them by 
sending as many as 500 every year to the 
care of the mission, which has had, in all, 
7,200 of these embryo criminals committed 
to its charge at their own request. Most of 
these boys and lads turn out weil and be- 
come honest and hard-working men, who

The Poems of Shakspeare. Edited with 
an introduction and notes by George 
Wyndham. T. Y. Crowell & Co. 
According to Mr, Wyndham the Venus 
and Adonis, the Lucrece and the Sonnets 
are kindred expressions of the lyrical and 
elegiac mood, each perfect in its kind, and 
each demonstrating Shakspeare’s inde- 
pendence of and superiority to his environ- 
ment. They differ to be sure in character. 
The Venus and Adonis is a late renaissance 
imitation of late classical mythology, the 
Lucrece is a romantic story in rhyme, and 
the Sonnets are a sequence of intimate oc- 
casional verses. But notwithstanding this 
distinction they “‘ are closely united in form 
by a degree of lyrical excellence in their 
imagery and rhythm which severs them 
from kindred competitors. They are the 
first examples of the highest qualities in 
Elizabethan lyrical verse. No poet of that 
day ever doubted that ‘ poesie dealeth with 
Katholon, that is to say with the universal 
consideration,’ or that of every language in 
Europe their own could best ‘ yield the sweet 
slyding fit for a verse.’ But in these three 
you find the highest expression of this 


mystery of Beauty profound as Pilato’s, 
with such a golden cadence as no other 
singer has been able to sustain.”

‘To go imto the analysis with thoroughness 
would require an impossible amount of 
space and lead into hopeless controversies.

If all the Amersons were eliminated from 
this story, and all the other characters, too, 
save Uncle Lishy Fifnt alone, more sub- 
stance would still remain than could be found 
in a dozen novels that might be named. 
For Uncle Lishy stands out like one of the 
eternal verities. ‘He {s unmistakably a crea- 
tion of gerfius.

Robert, Allingford, a wealthy young miné- 
owner from the United States, and Consul 
at Christchurch, wooed and won.

Handsome Book on Birds. | 
Bird Studies. An account of the land 
birds of eastern North America. By 
William E. D. Scott. With illustrations 
from original photographs. G. P. Put- 
ham’s Sons. 

During the last decade many elaborare 
works on the subject of birds have been 
published, and the fact that such a hand- 
some volume as this should be issued now 
is thus doubly significant of the strong and 
steady demand for that kind of literature. 
The pity is, however, that it is not stronger, 
and that entertaining and beautiful books 
on natural history are not put into the hands 
of the young to the exclusion of vapid or 
sensational story books. Here is informa- 
tion that may be acquired with interest, and 
that makes the world more interesting as 
long as life lasts, It changes the aspect of 
nature and gives ita new anda deeper mean- 
ing. One who has passed the age for new 
studies cannot look upon such a work with- 
out regretting the lost time that might have 
been devoted to the subject of which it 
treats, and envying, those who have the up- 
portunity to take ‘Rup. and who have also 


the abundant facilities for pursuing it prop- 


erly, which are now afforded. 

Mr. Scott says that his book is an invita- 
tion to a more intimate acquaintance with 
the land birds of eastern North America. 
This is all he claims for it, and the modesty 
of the claim is one of its recommendations. 
It is an assurance to the uninitiated that 
there are no technical terrors to be over- 
come, and the fact is that any one who can 
read the English language and use his eyes 


may come through this volume to an in- } 


timate acquaintance with the bird world. 
The text is short and to the point, while the 
illustrations are beautiful and numerous, 
many of them being full page.

It is an indication of the pains that 
have been taken by Mr. Scott to pursue his 
studies at first hand, for the pictures were 


the result. of his own investigations and 


observations. His fleld notes reach back over 
a period of thirty years, and have been sup- 
plemented by a reading of all the standard 


authorities. 


Story of the Dance. ) 
A History of Dancing from the Earliest 
Ages to Our Own Times. From the 
French of Gaston Vulllier. Illustrated. 

*Appleton. f 

This large and elegant book is something 
more than a history. It is a work of art. 
There are some four hundred text illustra- 
tions and twenty full-page plates. Among 
the latter are the fine frontispiece, 
“ Dance,” after Carpeaux; ‘* Salome,” after 
Gustave Moreau; 
Ball,” after Watteau; "La Carmencita,’’ 
after John Sargeant; “‘ the Cotillion,” after 
Stewart; and “ Mies Connie Gilchrist,” after 
J. McNeil Whistler. The work of repro- 
duction is beautifully done, and the same 
may be said of the work upon the large as- 
sortment of minor pictures. 

The history begins with the sacred dances 
of ancient times, and passes on to the re- 
ligious dances of the middie ages and the 
dances of chivalry. A chapter is devoted 
to the French dances at the close of this 
period and those of the renaissance, and 
following upon it is a chapter concerning 
the “Great Century,’ the century of the 
grand ballets under Louis XIV., the masked 
balls, the Gavotte, the Saraband, and the 
Allemande. 

The three subsequent chapters bring the 
history of French dances down to the pres- 
ent century, and then there is a diversion 
to Spain and modern Greece. The modern 
society dances are taken up next, and the 
famous dancing resorts of Paris are dis- 
cussed, and some of the people who have 
become famous in them. The author ts in- 
clined to lament the decline of the ballet, 
and he looks with disfavor upon the risky 
gymnastics and painful distortions of the 
end-of-the-century dancers, saying that he 
is too old-fashioned to understand them, 
but he pays this tribute to one of the modern 
ae of the art: 

e shall not easily forget the 
originality, a veritable revelation! By means of 
& novel contrivance, the gausy iridescent draperies 
in which Lole Fuller swathes herself are waved 
about her, now to form huge wings, now to 
in great clouds of gold, blue, or crimson, 
under the colored rays of the electric light. And 
In the flood of this dazzling or pallid light the 
form of the dancer suddenly became incandescent, 
or moved slowly and spectrally tn the diaphanous 
and ever changing coloration cast upon it. The 
spectator never wearied of watching the trans- 
formations of these tissues of living light, which 
showed in successive visions the dreamy dancer, 
moving languidly in a chaos of figured draperies— 
in a rainbow-of brilliant colors, or a sea of flame. 
Thus is Lofe immortalized in one of 


most sumptuous of works on 
her art, and thus the art is shown 
to owe much to her in these de- 


generate days. The book, it will be seen, 
is quite up to date, ang it will repay the 
perusal of such readers as are intorested in 
the subject, while the pictures of themselves 
will appeal to a larger public.

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TALK ON ENGLAND'S DUTY 


TEXT OF THE FAMOUS SPEECH OF 


JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN. 


Utterance That May Result in an Alli~ 
 g@mee of the English Speaking Peo- 
ple—Says War Would Be Cheaply 
‘Purchased Should the Flags of 
Greai Britain and the United States 
Wave Together—Better Understand- 
ing Possible by Policy of Galisbary. 


The Birmingham speech of Joseph Cham- 
berlain, British Secretary of the Colonies, 
which has excited so much of 4 sensation on 
both sides of the Atlantic, and which was 
the most radica] British utterance thus far 
in behalf of an Anglo-Saxon alliance, was 
published in full in the London Times of 
May 14. Herewith are republished its sa- 
lient features: 

“1 want, according to my manner, to sub- 
mit to you a plain statement of the situa- 
tion as it appears to me. Ours is a demo- 
cratic government. We gain all our strength 
from the confidence of the people [** Hear, 
hear!’’}], and we cannot gain strength of 
confidence unless we show confidence in re- 
turn, and therefore, to my mind, there is 
no longer any room for the mysteries and 
the reticences of the diplomacy of fifty 


years ago. 


“ Now, the first point that I want to im- 
press upon you is this. It is the crux of the 
situation: Since the Crimean war, nearly 
fifty years ago, the policy of this country 
has been a policy of strict isolation. We 
have had no allies; I am afraid we have had 
no friends. [Laughter.] That is not due 
altogether to the envy which is undoubtedly 
felt at Our success; it is due in part to the 
suspicion that we are actfhhe in our own 
selfish interests, and were willing that other. 
people should draw the chestnuts out of the 
fire for us; that we would take no responsi- 
bilities, while we were glad enough to profit 
by the work of others. 

“ But now in recent years a different com- 
plexion has been placed upon the matter. 
A new situation has arisen, and it is right 
the people of this country should have it 
under their consideration. All the powerful 
States of Europe have made alliances, and 
as long as we keep outside these alliances, 
as long as we are envied by all, and sus- 
pected by all, and as long as we have in- 
terests which at one time or another con- 
flict with the interests of all, we are liable 
to be confronted at any moment with a 
combination of great powers so powerful 
that not even the most extreme, the most 
hot-headed politician would be able to con- 
template it without a certain sense of un- 
easiness. [Hear, hear!’}] = 

“We stand alone, and we may be con- 
fronted with such a combination as that I 
have indicated to you. What is the first 
duty of a government under these circum- 
stances? I say, without hesitation, that the 


| firet duty {s to draw all parts of the empire 


closer together [loud and prolonged cheers], 
to infuse into them a spirit of united and of 
imperial partiotism. [Cheers.] We have 
not neglected that primary duty. [Cheers.] 
We have pursued it steadfastly and with re- 
sults that are patent to all the world. Never 
before in the history of the British Empire 
have the ties which connected us with our 
great colonies and dependencies been 
stronger, never before has the sense of 
common interests in trade and in defense 
and in war, never before has the sense of 
these interests been more strongly felt or 
more cordially expressed. [Cheers.] 

* What is our next duty? It is to estab- 
lish and to maintain bonds of permanent 
amity with our kinsmen across the Atlantic. 
{[Lowd cheers,] They are a powerful and a 
generous nation. They speak our language, 
they are bred of our race. [Loud cheers.] 
Their laws, their literature, their standpoint 
upon every question are the same as ours: 
their feeling, their interest in the cause of 
humanity and the peaceful development of. 
the world are identical with ours, [Cheers. ]} 
I do not know what the future has in store 
for us. I do not know what arrangements 
may be possible with us, but thie I know and 
feel—that the closer, the more cordial, the 
fuller, and the more definite these arrange- 
ments are with the consent of both peoples, 
the better it will be for both and for the 
world. [Loud cheers.] And I even go so far 
as to say that, terrible as war may be, even 
war itself would be cheaply purchased if in 
a great and noble cause the Stars and Stripes 
and the Union Jack should wave together 
{loud and prolonged cheers] over an Anglo- 
Saxon alliance. Now, it is one of the most 
satisfactory results of Lord Salisbury’s pol- 
icy (cheers) that at the present time these 
two great nations understand edch other bet- 
ter than they have ever done since more 
thanacenturyago. [‘ Hear, hear!""] They 
were separated by the blunder of the Brit- 
ish government. 

“As to the East I will only say this—that 
more active interference on behalf either 
of Armenia or of Crete would have infallibly 
brought about precisely one of those com- 
binations which I have indicated to you as 
possible (* hear, hear!’], and I do not believe 
there is any one in this country, any rea- 
sonable man, who would pretend that it 
would be right for his country to face such 
a contingency in such a cause. But in the 
course of the last four months the interest 
has shifted further eastward still, to China, 
where undoubtedly vast! greater interests 
are gt Stake; and although we are only at 
the beginning of great events—the result of 


‘which it is impossible to foresee, although we * 


can foresee that they will be of momentous 
importance to every man and woman in 
this country—although, I say, we are only 
at the beginning of events, already we are 
condemned by an impatient section of poli- 
ticians for want of foresight and for want 
of success. 

‘‘ Now I think, of you will be patient with 
me, I can show that these two charges at 
any rate are groundless; but I do not wish 
you to believe that in my opinion the cam- 
paign Is over, that the victory has been won 
so that there are not in the future problems 
of the most serious character with which 
this country has got to deal. But let us 
take -the question of foresight. I do not 
really follow the language of some of our 
critics. Do they really believe that the goy- 
ernment, of all men, were alone ignorant of 
what every tyro in politics was perfectly 
well acquainted with? Everybody has fore- 


seen, everybody has known—not for the last | 


few months, but for many, many years— 
that it was the persistent ambition and the 
continuous policy of Russia to extend her 
eastern dominions southward, to have an 
ice-free port for her trade and an ice-free 
harbor for her safety. Nobody was ignorant 
of that. The government knew it as weil 
as the man in the street. [Laughter.] 

* But there is one thing that nobody knew. 
People may have suspected it, but I venture 
to say that the majority of those who had 
the best means of judging were not pre- 
pared for the total collapse of China in the 
Japanese-Chinese war. We knew that only 
@ few years ago China, or the fear of China, 
had forced Russia herself to give up terri- 


tory which she had previously occupied, and 


I do not believe that before this war there 
was any general or satisfactory information 
at all which would have led one to gather 
that the absolute corruption, the crass ig- 
norance, and the gross misgovernment of 
the mandarins in China had brought the 
ancient empire to a position of practical im- 
potence, in which all effective resistance was 
for @ time entirely destroyed. But that 
was an important fact to recognize. 
From the moment that you recognized that 
fact you had to see that China, unless the 
were assisted from outside, is absolutely at 
the mercy of the great military empire, with 
its hundred millions of inhabitants and 
with 4,000 miles of land frontier on the boun- 
dary of China, 
“But when was this com- 
? When was this knowledge certain? 
ot In our time, but in the time of the late 
government. The matter, as I have said, is 
much too serious for anything in the nature 
of recrimination. In such @ case it seems 
to me that the tu quoque argument is worse 
than absurd; it is mischievous and almost 
unpatriotic. I only refer to it to show the 
difficulty of the case, not to blame the late 
government, and when Sir William Har- 
court accuses us of want of foresight and

As to the way in which Russia secured that 
occupation, as to the representations which 
were, made and repudiated as soon as they 


were made, as to the promises which were® 


given and broken in a fortnight afterward, ! 


had better perhaps say nothing, except I 


have always thought that it was a wise 
proverb, ‘Who sups with the devil must 
have a long spoon.’ {Laughter.}) ‘The 
present government did try to come to an 
understanding with Russia. We took care 
to inform her that he had no jealousy, no 
objection to what we understood to be her 
commercial objects, or to the development 
of her trade, or to the expansion of her 
legitimate authority, but we sought to in- 
duce her to give up the idea of political 
predominance and military occupation. We 
failed—that was not consistent with the am- 
bition of her government—we fatled to per- 
suade her, and then we fell back upon the 
alternative policy, which had always been 
in our minds as the only alternative policy. 
We obtained the cession of Wei-Hai-Wel, 
and we obtained commercial privileges for 
ourselves and the whole of the world, the 
importance of wiffch I believe will be fully 
recognized at no short distance of time. 
[Cheers.] Now, I contend that in this pre- 
liminary skirmish, for it is nothing else, we 
have done well. [‘ Hear, hear.’] I do not 
think Russia is one atom stronger than she 
was, let us say, five years ago. I think that 
we are in rather a better position, but I 
don’t want to conceal from you my own 
conviction that the position, the general 
position, is far from satisfactory. We have 
in the future to count with Russia in China, 


as we have to count with Russia in Afghan- | 


istan, and with this difference—that in China 
we have no army and no defensive frontier. 
But what was the alternative? What more 
could we have done under the circumstances 
at the time, being, as we were, entirely 
isolated, for that again is the point on which 
I want to lay emphasis? Some of our critics 
say: ‘O, you might have come to an under- 
standing with Russia.’ It is easy to say 


that, but an understanding takes two pare 


ties to the bargain, and Russia wanted what 
we did not want, and we had nothing to 
offer her to induce her to desist from her 
plan. And if we had made an understand- 
ing with Russia, who would guarantee that 
the understanding would be kept. [‘ Hear, 
hear.’) ry 

“No, there was only one alternative to 
the policy of the government—the policy of 


war; and that is the policy to which that. 


man of peace,.Sir William Harcourt [laugh- 
ter], to which the whole cf his arguments 
logically tend, and to which his taunts and 
gibes are egging on the people of this coun- 
try and the government of this country. 
Let us consider the alternative. We might 
have declared war on Russia. We might fora 
year or two have held Port Arthur agzeinst 


Russia, butwe have no military force there to 


back us and no frontier in China. I am one 
of those who think that for any country 
there are worse things than war; there is 
loss of honor; there is loss of those imterests 
which are so vital to the security of the ex- 
istence of the nation. But, in any case,'I 
hope I am sensible enough never to give my 
voice for war unless I can see at the com- 
mencement of the war a fair probability 
that at the end of the war the objects of the 
war will have been obtained. [Cheers.] 
Now, what does history show us? It shows 
us that,unless we are allied to some great 
military power, aS we were in the Crimean 
war, when we had France and Turkey as our 
allies, we cannot seriously injure Russia, 
although it may also be true that she can- 
not seriously injure us. [* Hear, hear.’] 
If that is the case, it is a case which de- 
serves the serious consideration of the peo- 
ple of this country. It is impossible to over- 
rate the gravity of the issue. It is not a 
question of a single port in China—that is a 
small matter. It is not a question of a single 
province; it is a question of the whole fate 
of the Chinese Empire, and our interests in 


China are so great, our proportion of the 


trade is so enormous, and the potentialities 
of that trade are so gigantic that I feel that 
no more vital question has ever been pre- 
sented for the decision of a government and 
the decision of a nation, and for my part lI 
have tried tonight to state clearly and with- 
out exaggeration the conditions of the 
problem that we have before us.”’

SKY-SCRAPING PROFITS NOT BIG 


Masonic Temple Makes Light Returns 
on Investment—Stocks Demoral- 
ized on a Rumor. 


That it is possible to make both ends 
meet, speaking financially, of a “ skyscrap- 
er,”’ is shown by the annual report of the 
Masonic Temple association, -presented:at 
the meeting of stockholders yesterday. But 
it is not shown that the highest ‘‘ scraper ”’ 
in the city has done much more than make 
both ends meet. To the investor the figures 
of the report are disappointing. They do 
not prove that there is much chance for 
profit in high buildings. | 

The receipts for the full year were $224,- 
521 and expenditures, including $29,356 paid 
in dividends, were $220,639; leaving an ex- 
cess of $72,747. The Roof Garden Theater 
was a good source of income to the asso- 
,ciation. Over $13,000 net revenues were de- 
rived from this source and $2,000 from fees 
to the observatory during the months when 
the roof garden was not open. The balance 
sheet of the report shows cash on hand 
amounting to $5,448 and an excess of assets 
over liabilities after a reserve for interest 
and taxes amounting to $72,747. There are 
no bills payable, and only a small amount of 
back accounts unpaid. 

The report of President Tilden takes a 
hard fall out of the management of the 
building previous to his administration.

While Europe is ringing with the noise of intel- 
lectual achievements, with which even despotic 
governments affect to sympathize, in order that 
they may divert them from their natural course, 
and use them as new instruments whereby to op- 
press yet more the liberties of the people; while, 
amidst this general din and excitement, the pub- 
lic mind, swayed to and fro, is tossed and agitated 
—Spain sleeps on, untroubled, umheeding, impas- 
sive, receiving no impressions from the rest of 
the world, and making no impressions upon it. 
There she lies, at the furthest extremity of the 
continent, 
representative now remaining of the feelings and 
knowledge of the middle ages. And, what is the 
worst symptom of all, she is satisfied with her 
own condition. Though she is the most backward [ 
country in Europe, she believes herself to bé the 
t 


oremost. 
“In President Eliot’s summary of the most 
important contributions that the United 
States has made to civilization, he says: 


** These five contributions to civilization—peace- 
keeping, religious toleration, the development of 
manhood suffrage, the welcoming of newcomers, 

and the diffusion of well-being—I hold to have 
been eminently characteristic of our ccuntry, and 
go important that, in spite of the qualifications 
and deductions which every candid citizen would 
admit with regard to them, they will ever he 
held in the grateful remembrance of mankind. 
They are reasonable grounds for a steady, glow- 
patriotism. They have had much to do, both 
causes and effects, with the material pros- 
ty of the United States; but they are all five 
essentially moral contributions, being triumphs 
of reason, enterprise, courage, faith, and justice 
over passion, selfishness, inertness, timidity, and 
distrust.

It has at various times been a ‘ plank’ in 
the platforms of all our political parties—as 
it’ was in both the party platforms of 1896— 
and it has been the subject of messages of 
nearly all our Presidents, as it was of Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s message in December, 1806, 
in which he distinctly expressed the opinion 
that the United States might feel forced to 
recognize ‘higher obligations’ than neu- 
trality to Spain. In spite of periods of ap- 
parent quiet, the old trouble has always 
reappeared in an acute form, andit has 
never been settled; nor has there recent- 
ly been any strong reason for hope that it 
could be settled merely by diplomatic nego- 
tiation with Spain. Our diplomats have lo 
had an experience with Spanish character 
and methods such as the public can better 
understand since war has been in brogress. 
The. pathetic inefficiency and the continual 
indirection of the Spanish character are now 
apparent to the world; they were long ago 
apparent to those who have had our diplo- 


“Thus the negotiations dragged on. 
were put -to trouble and expense to prevent 
filibustering, and filibustering continued in 
spite of us. More than once heretofore 
has there been danger of international con- 
flict, as for instance when American sailors 
on the Virginius were executed in Cuba in 
1873. Propositions have been made to buy 
the island, and plans have been formed to 
annex it. All the while there have been 
great American interests in Cuba. Our cit- 
izens have owned much property and made 
investments there, and done much to develop 
its fertility. They have paid tribute, unlaw- 
ful as well as lawful, both fo insurgentsand 
to Spanish officials. They have lost prop- 
erty, for which noindemnity has been paid.

“The Cuban trouble is, therefore, not a 
new trouble, even in an acute form. It had 
been moving toward a crisis for a long time. 
Still, while our government suffered these 
diplomatic vexations, and our citizens these 
losses, and our merchants these annoy- 
ances, the mass of the American people 
gave little serious thought to it. Thenews- 
papers kept us reminded of an opera bouffe 
war that was going on, and now and then 
information of delicate and 
troublesome diplomatic duties for our Min- 
ister to Spain. If Cuba were within a hun- 
dred miles of the coast of one of our pop- 
ulous States, and near one of our great ports, 
periods of acute interest in its condition 
would doubtless have come earlier and 
oftener, and we should long ago have had 
to deal with a crisis by warlike measures.

Of the two disgraceful scandals of modern 
misgovernment, the one which lay within 
our correction will no longer deface the 
world. But when we have removed it, let us 
make sure that we stop; for the old world’s 
troubles are not our troubles, nor its tasks 
our tasks, and we should not become sharers 
in its jealousies and entanglements.
